Turning to a trade circular issued on the 10th July, 1876, just 
twelve months ago, I find that good Hank Silks were then 
quoted at $640 to 8660 per picul.

icul ; and then prevailed that state of feverish activity—reck- 
less speculation might be a better word—which turned out so 
disastrously for many people, and which some are to this day 
futilely but bitterly regretting. ‘The condition of the market 
now shows a very different aspect, and tends to prove that last 

ear’s hard lessons have not been learned in vain. Good May- 
beh Hanks are now quoted from $520 to $525, while the best 
kinds which have come on the market, Nos. iy to 3, are quoted. 
at $530 to $540. But this mere comparative mention of cur- 
rent and former prices is not enough to show the condition of 
the trade. It is necessary, in order that that may be fully 
realised, to state that the commencement of the new season has 
been unusually dull, buyers holding aloof, owing, no doubt, to 
the unsatisfactory condition of European politics, and the notable 
absence of any inducement from home to operators. On the 
other hand, the prices offered to holders have been 80 low, and 
foreign firms have shown so little enthusiasm and so mach cau- 
tion, that native holders have so far thrown but little of their 

roduce upon the market, People may talk and complain of the 
Holness of trade ; but a well-balanced mind will surely prefer this 
dulness to the briskness which characterised the “ correspondin, 

riod ” last year, a briskness which in some instances resembi 

that proverbial infatuation which pervades the being of those 
whom the gods have determined to destroy. 

Thanks to the ity of Mr. E. L. B. McMahon, Reuter’s 
agent here, a sufficient pamber of subscribers has been got 
together to make a small fund, which provides for the receipt 
direct from London of political telegrams, so that we are kept 
posted up to date as to the more important events which are 
taking place in Europe.

With regard to the case against H.M.S, Audacious, the mem- 
bers ofthe jury have. talked wo freely and so publicly upon the 
matter, and upon their own opinions thereanent—indeed two of 


them have written to the papers—that it is no secret that Mr. 
Edgar Abbott was the one of the five who would not agree with 
the othera, and was in favour of a finding which would have 
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thrown enough blame upon the Audacious to be tantamount to 
a censure of the captain, and his consequent losing of the suit. 
The question has been raised in comments which have been 
made by a portion of the Press, as to the [jurisdiction of the 
Court ; and arguments have been adduced to establish that Con- 
sular jurisdiction does not extend to officers of men-of-war in 
such cases, and that, consequently, Mr. Wilkinson in hearing 
the cause exceeded his authority, If what I hear be true, this 
very important point will be referred to the Privy Council, to 
whom it is said Mr. F. V. Dickens, the captain's counsel has 
been directed to appeal. The legal aspect of the case apart, the 
facts remain that the Audacious was riding at single anchor ina 
smart gale; that the anchor stock broke, and that the vessel 
drifted ; that the drifting continued for an eighth of a mile 
before the vessel was brought up, and long enough for her to foul 
the Chiri Marwand do her serious damage, to say nothing of what 
injury she sustained herself and the death of the carpenter ; 
and, more startling than all, that had the Chiri Marw been a 
rock the big ironclad would have thumped upon that rock long 
enough to be sunk and lost irrevocably. With that consideration 
I will leave the subject to whom it concerns. 

Mr. E. 8. Benson, for nearly ten years Municipal Director in 
Yokohama, has, at the expiry of his three mouths’ notice, left 
the Japanese service. The duties of his office are divided between 
the Japanese officials of the Kencho and Mr. Perceval Osborne, 
the Governor of Kanagawa’s foreign secretary. The settlement 
is without a municipality—without the apology for it which was 
known as Mun Director ; the foreign police is insufficient, 
the native inefficient ; the streets are unlighted by night, and 
unwatered by day; and meanwhile the Japanese authorities 
pocket their ground-rents, and do nothing, or next to nothing, 
for their foreign quests. (Quieta non movere is theit motto; but 
for a state of affairs which is disgraceful, foreign residents, to 
my thinking, have themselves and their miuisters to blame. 


















CHINA.

PEKING, 

The China Mail gives the following :—We have received 
through a private source one or two items of intelligence from 
Peking which may probably throw some light upon the Shanghai 
telegram, published below, stating that the Chinese Government 
has formally consented to open fresh negotiations for an arrange- 
ment of the lekin question with all the Treaty Powers ou more 
liberal terms than those of the Chefoo Convention. Our 
correspondent says that reports have been lately rife in 
the capital of unsatisfactory relations between the German 
Minister and the Chinese Government. So unsatisfrctory 
had, indeed, the relations between them become, that 
the’ German’ Minister actually made preparations for his 
departure, and would have left had not despatches been re- 
ceived at the moment from the Tsung-li-Yamen, doubtless con- 
taining sufficient concessions to induce Mr, von Brandt to alter 
his mind. Since then, however, affairs have rot gone on ve: 
smoothly between the parties, and both Mr. Brandt and his 
Secretary, Mr. Arendt, left the Capital on the 19th June for 
Tientain. “The German Minister bas been for some time,” adds 
our correspondent, “negotiating with the Tsung-li-Yamen for 
some moditications of the Treaty, and, the Chinese being un- 
willing to accede to Mr. Brandt's proposals, the present ruflled 
relations between the parties are the result.” here is every 
reason to conclude from the foregoing that the concessions on the 
part of the Chinese Government now announced by telegraph 
are mainly due to the action of the German Minister. 





SHANGHAL 
The present mail brings advices from thia port to the 8th 
July ; the P. and O, mail from London, May 25, was received on 
the 5th July. 


A very severe gale visited Shanghai on the 3rd July, the baro- 
meter falling to 29.30, and there being all the familiar accom- 
paniments of a typhoon. Great damage was done during the 
rogress of the gale, and it is feared that many lives were lost 
in the river ; while news from outside will be awaited with 
anxie:y. A number of sampans were upset in the river, rolled 
over by the violence of the wind and sea, and their occupants 
drowned. The River Police Hulk sprang a leak, and sank at her 
moorings, despite all the efforts of those on board to keep her 
free. She collapsed sooner than was expected, although her 
ill-conditioned state made it apparent that she would not weather 
out the gale if it was of long duration. Her occupants appear 
to have devoted themselves solely to keeping her afloat, and 
neglected to save their own property, portions of which, after 
she sank, soon disappeared in the river, and atforded employ- 
ment for venturesome native boatmen, bent on the ill-erraud 
of enriching their stock of belongings as much as possible. 
The hulk Berwick Walls carried away her stern moorings, 
and half an hour more of the fury of the gale promised 
to relieve the Bund of an eyesore; but it lulled, and she 
was saved. But it was among the cargo-boats and small 
craft that the trouble was greatest. A number of these were 
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moored alongside the pontoons, against which and against 
each other they pounded until’ the pontoons were smashed 
and carried away, and several of the boats themselves badly 
damaged or suuk. ‘The Kiukiang-road pontoon is completely 
carried away and several others are badly damaged—simply 
from neglect of the commonest precautions, It was obvious in 
early morning, from the fall of the barometer and the look of 
the sky, that a heavy gale was coming on; and for the cargo- 
boats to remain clinging to the pontoons was simply to invite 
disaster, A quantity of small wreckage, and what looked like 
the remains of one or two house boats, strewed the shore at the 
upper portion of the Bund, while the mud flat was crowded with 
boats drawn up or driven ashore during the gale. We did 
not hear of any disaster among the foreign shipping ; but there 
was hardly time to gather reliable particulars go late in the even- 
ing. The Public Garden escaped better than we should have 
expected, but the bunding is badly damaged by the washing of 
the waves. 

The annual meeting of the shareholders in the Yangtsze In- 
surance Association was held on the 5th July. The accounts 
for the year ended 30th September last (which were adopted 
nem. con showed a reserve of Tis. 240,000, besides the paid-up 
capital of Tls. 600,000. A dividend at the rate of 7$ per cent. 
for the half-year was declared. Messrs, Evans, Boyd, Lucas, 
and Krebs were elected a Consulting Committee for the current 
year. It was resolved to re-constitute the company at the close 
of the present term. 

The statement of accounts of the North-China Insurance Com- 
pany tothe 30th June, 1877, which has just been published, 
shows a balance in hand of 90,405 taels on 1875 account, besides 
102,459 taels placed to reserve, and 119,234 taels on 1876 account, 
with 92,760 taels at reserve, 

The ‘Courcer’s Tientsin correspondent, under date July 1, 
writes :— 

That a line of Imperial Chinese telegraphs really exists and 
is in daily work is now an established fact, the first line of tele- 
graphs ever erected by the Chinese Government having been 
just completed by Mr. Betts and the students of the Torpedo 
College. The line connects the College and Arsenal with the 
Yamen of H.E. Li Hung-chang, a distance of some six miles ; 
ILE. the Viceroy takes great interest in the working of the in- 
strument, which is placed in one of the private apartments of 
the Yamen under the charge of two of the College students. 
The river Pei-ho is crossed by a submarine cable, and special in- 
structions have been issued to the guard boats to see that it is 
not damaged by junks’ anchors. Iam informed that not the 
slightest opposition was offered by the people to the erection of 
the line, Permission was readily obtained to cross the roofs of 
the houses in Tientsin, no officials accompanied Mr. Betts during 
the progress of the works, and no proclamation was issued by 
the authorities ; going to work in a quiet manner, without an: 
fusa, the line was got through with considerably less trouble 
than is experienced by the Postal Telegraphs when erecting lines 
in England. I believe that this is but the beginning of a com- 
plete system of telegraph lines in the province under the govern- 
ment of Li Hung-chang and that extension to the provincial 
capital is alfeady contemplated. 


HONG KONG. 

Dates by this mail extend to the 14th July ; the French mail 
from London, June 1, arrived out on the 8th July, and the fol- 
lowing P. and O. mail of June 8 was received on the 13th July. 

By the present mail there is again but little of special interest 
from Hong Kong. The Colonial Secretary, the Hon. J. G! 
Austin, left on the 10th July by the M.M. steamer Tanai, for 
Yokohama, on leave. The Hon. C. CQ Smith will be Acting 
Colonial Secretary and Mr. Wodehonse Acting Registrar-Ge- 
neral, 

The Daily Press gives the following particulars of the loss of 
the Russian ship RAutinas in the China Sea on the 4th inst.:— 

The vessel left Bangkok on the 27th June with a cargo of 
teak and rice for Hong Kong, and experienced fine clear weather 
in the daytime with cloudy nights, and at midnight on the 3rd 
inst. she suddenly ran upon an unknown rock, by reckoning 
supposed to be about thirty miles off the North Shoal and 100 
miles from Hainan. The rock was not marked on the chart by 
which the vessel was navigated, aud appeara to be of volcanic 
origin and oval in shape, the lengthways bearing East and 
West. The vessel ran very high, and the soundings taken by 
Captain Anderson were found to be eight feet forward, twelve 
amidships, and fifteen aft. Finding there was no chance of 
saving the vessel, and as she was fast making water and break- 
ing up, it was resolved to abandon her as by 7.30 A.w. on the 
following day there was eight feet of water in the hold and the 
vessel nearly broken in two. The captain and crew, sixteen in 
all, then left in two boats and made for the nearest land. Only 
a part of their clothing and effects were saved, and after havin, 
been in the boats two days a steamer bound north—evidently 








steering for Hong Kong—hove in sight, and the men pulled hard 
to get near her, but no one on board seems to have noticed them, 
and she soon steamed out of sight. A little after this the Bri- 


;tish barque A7pliagton Love in sight, and a signal being made to 
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her and observed, she immediately bore down on them, and they 

were picked up and brought on to Hong Kong. The captain 

and crew speak highly of the treatment received at the hands of 

Captain Cunningham, of the Alphington, from the time they 
were taken on board till they were landed in Hong Kong. 

‘The above paper also gives the following : 

As willbe observed on reference to the shipping reports, the 
steamer Fesso encountered some heavy weather between Amoy 
and Swatow. A falling barometer and a S.E. gale gave every 
indication of a coming typhoon, and Capt Ashton at once 
ran the vessel into Natmoa Straits. On arriving at Swatow he 
learned that a heavy gale had been experienced there, and that 
the steamer Douglus had arrived at 4 p.m. on the 5th instant 
with news of bad weather anda falling barometer outside. ‘The 
steamship Glenfulloch also arrived, and reported passing several 
juuks bottom up, from which she picked up the Chinese who 
were floating on them, 

The Occidental and Oriental steamship Gaelic, which arrived 
from San Francisco on the 10th inst., brought six Japanese, part 
of the crew of a junk discovered near Yokosinning Isl: 
flying signals of distress, and with her mainmast gone. 
was lowered, and the men, who belong to the Loochoo Islands, 
were taken off. Several of the crew bad died from exhaustion, 
they being without provisions, The junk had evidently been 
caught ina typhoon. 

‘The two men charged with the murder of the Chilian seaman 
in Gough-street have been committed for trial to the next 
Criminal Sessions. 

We understand that theve are a great many counterfeit dollars 
about in Hors Kong at the present time, probably put into ci 
culation through the same agency as that which recently at 
gapore attempted to palm off twelve hundred spurions dol 
the Chartered Mercantile Bank there. Most of the 
are, it is stated, clever imitations of the American trade doliar, 
and they are very difficult ta detect, except by the ring. 

The Canton correspondent of the above paper writes :— 

The one hundredth and_first aniversary of the Glorious 
Fourth was celebrated at this port by the American residents 
with much spirit. ‘There was a dinner provided for the Ameri 
can residents at Russell and Co,’s house, and the foreign 
community were invited to witness a display of tireworks subse- 
quently. ‘The whole affair passed oif very satisfactorily 

An attack was made by a band of robbers on a chanilter’s sho 
in the Western suburb a few days ayo, but proved unsuccessful 
The miscreants were altogether foiled by the unexpected resi 
ance they encountered, the shopkeeper haviug summoned his 
neighbours to his assistance. ‘Iwo of the would-be burglars 
were captured and handed over to the authorities, 

A collision nearly occurred between two guilds in Honam the 
other day. You are doubtless aware that the slaughter of cattle 
in China is illegal, but is winked at in the treaty ports where 
foreigners have to be supplied with animal food. ‘The cattle 
‘dealers and butchers derive good profits from their trade, and 
‘some other folks occasionally throw covetous glances at them, 
‘This was the case the other day. The hardwood guild wished 
to exact a “squeeze” from the cattle slaughterers, and after 
some demur the latter agreed, for the sake of peace, to pay a 
sinall sum to the guild. “But the members of the hardwood 
guild were not satistied ; the amount promised was too small, 
They therefore set to work to raise a strong force, armed them- 
selves, and set forth with the intention of carrying off the cattle 
and other property of the slaughterers, The latter, however, 
getting scent of the designs of the hardwood gaild, made gre: 
preparations to resist, and when the hardwood men airived they 
found such a formidable array that they deemed discretion the 
better part of valour and dispersed to their homes without 
‘striking a blow. The affair affords some insight into the soci 
life of the Chinese. Fancy one trade union in Great Bri 
attempting to levy black mail from another, and supporting 
the attempt by force of arms without interference from the au- 
thorities ! 

‘A body of soldiers has been despatched from here by the au- 
thorities to Sai-chew, in the Namhoi district, in consequence of 
its having become the rendezvous of bands of troublesome rob- 
ber. Sai-chew has long been the haunt of these social pests, 
who sally forth to commit depredations upon the surromding 
country. Whether this attempt to scatter them will prove suc- 
cessful remains to be proved, but it is seldom indeed that any 
effective steps are taken by Chinese officials to put down law- 
‘breakers. On the contrary, they often collect toll from these 
rascals, who are generally willing enough to pay for freedom from 
interference. 

I hear of great complaints amongst the Chinese of the exac- 
tions of the Hoppo. Since the present holder of the office 
arrived, the Customs dues are said to have been largely increased, 
and in some cases doubled. ‘The people whom it more imme- 
diately affects are growing restive under the imposition, but they 
can do nothing but grin and bide.” I cannot say what founda- 
tion there is for the complaints, as my information is of course 
all from one side, and I hove uo opportunity of verifyin 

A good many beads have been chopped off lately. For three 
or four days running ubout ten prisoners were executed each 

.day. The meagures taken for the suppression of. brigandage 
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are, however, of the most futile description, and the robbers 
find their trade a profitable one and with small risks, as the 
number of arrests made is in ridiculously small proportion to 
the number of culprits. Only the other day,a band of these 
pests of the country attacked a village, and, having sacked six 
houses, left at their leisure. One of the villagers received a shot 
wound, from which he died the following day. As usual, the 
matter has been reported to the authorities, who must have a 
wonderful number of such reports to read. I must do the 
officials the justice, however, of stating that two notorious 
leaders of the lawless characters who commit such outrages as 
this were arrested the other day. 

A number of gamblers were arrested in the Northern suburb 
a day or two ago and have been handed over to the Nam Hoi 
magisirete. 

‘The following paragraphs are from the China Mail :— 

‘The eighth annual report of the Diocesan Home and Orphan- 
age, Hong Kong, has just been issued, and from the statement of 
accounts it appears that the institution, like many other worthy 
objects, is sadly in want of money. It is proposed to effect ex- 
tensive repairs found necessary to the bnilding, and as these will 
cost something like $1,500, a strong appeal for funds will have 
to be resorted to, The zood which the Home accomplishes ought 
to be a powerful recommendation for such a

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

The present P. and O, mail brings advices from this port to 
the 2Ist July; no later mail from London, had been received. 
We take the fullowing items of {intelligence from the Soaits 
Times s— 


The Colonial Secretary has returned from Malacca, where he 
attended the ceremony of the funeral of the late Sultan Allie of 
Johore ; and it has been decided not to invest Tunku Allum 
with the title and right of Sultan, but to keep the matter in 
abeyance, The Government and the Maharajah of Johore favour 
the claims of Twiku Mahmoud, who is a younger son, and only 
some six years of age—probably with a view to gaining 
time, and, it may be, with a vague idea of one day convert- 
ing the young aspirant into a more important and useful man 
than his lately-deceased and misguided father. It is, perhaps, 
more probable that the title of Sultan of Johore has come to an 
end, and we have seen the last of this long line of chiefs—once 
go famous from being the terror of the seas in these parts. The 
Maharajah of Johore took an active part at the ceremony, and is 
likely to be the chief gainer by any change which may take 
place ; however, the Government have been particularly reticent 
as regards their intentions as far as the public are concerned. + 

The Perak Chiefs, ex-Sultan Abdullah, the Laxamana, the 
Shahbandar, and the Muntri of Laroot took their departure for 
the island of Mahe—one of the Seychelles group in the Indian 
Ocean. They left in the Cotherstone, Captain Blanche, a barque 
bound for Seychelles and Mauritius, and were accompanied by a 
guard of one inspector and five police peons. Very little 
interest was taken in the chiefs here either by their Malay 
or Arab friends, and pro! y, it is the best that could have 
been done to send them 3,000 miles away. The four 
chiefs are accompanied by about fifty followers, composed ofa 
few ervauts, but chiefly women and children, An old 
Straits Resident who predicted exactly what took place at Perak 
before Mr. Birch’s murder considers the guard on board rather 
small, but the authorities are probably the best judges, and cer- 
tainly the expatriated noblemen (if we may call them such) ap- 
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peared somewhat pleased with the change from prison walls to 
the deck of the ship. All arms were removed from them, and all 
precautions possible were taken on board for their comfort and 
the general safety of the ship. 

The German brig Altha has come in from the wreck of the 
Spanish steamer Gloria with about $40,000 worth of cargo. It 
is reported that Captain Habekost of the Alcha was aware of 
the position of the Gloria wreck, and went out with a view of 
doing some salvage on his own account. The result of his voyage 
is likely to feather the nests of the legal gentlemen of the place, 
and may open up some curious points, An Admiralty suit has 
already been commenced to settle salvage and other matters 
generally,

Trexrst—Businese in imports had beon quieter. 

Haxkow.—Since the list advices no sales of Manufactured Goods had 
been reported. In Lead the business of the fortnight had been very 
small, and the market closed weak at Tle. 5.70 to 5.80 per picul. 
Quicksilver was nominally quoted Tis. 47 to 48 per picul. Tin: The 
Yalue of Foong Hing" chop wae Tle, 17 to 18 per picul, with nothing 

joing. 

SHANOMAL—Thero had been somewhat less doing. The unsettled 
wenthef and advices of inactivity at the Northern Ports had caused 
business to be greatly restricted. 

Foocsow.-—There had been small demand for Manchester Manu- 
factures, and the following sales are reported. T-Cloths, 200 pieces at 
$2.30 per piece for 8 Ib. Mexicans ; 150 pieces at $1.71 p2r piece for 
7 iv, Lead: The market had shown increased activity at previous 
currencies ; the stock in foreigners’ hands was estimated at 3,400 pigs. 
Sales reported are: 3,073 pigs at $8.75 per picul against ‘Tea; 150 

i 5 per picul eash. 

G.—The market had been firm during the interval, with a 
moderate amount of business doing. Cotton Yarns : 16-243 were no- 
minally $2 per bale lower all round, in consequence of the only aule re- 
ported, one of 50 bales being made at $93, but there had been no de- 
mand to test prices, 28-323 had been in little inquiry, but offers on 
the basia of a sale of “Horse and Jockey” at $94 had not been ac- 
cepted ; 38-423 were neglected. Grey Shirtings: Commou qualitie: 
cf 7 Ibs, bad met with a fair demand, and the market for this weight 
was rather firmer, a8 also for 8} Ibs. Heavy weights were steady. 
White Shirtings were from five to ten cents lower, with the ex- 
ception of one special chop. T-Cloths: Ordinary 6 and 7 Ibs. 
were unchanged in value. ‘The former weight attracted some at- 
tention, but the Inter was quiet. The better makes of 7 Ibs. Mexi- 
cans were not wanted, and were 2 cents lower; common qualities 
were firm ; 8 Ibs. had been in good request, and stocks had been re- 
duced by transhipments to Shanghai. Drills: There bad been a better 
demand, but quotations had, notwithstanding, recede’. Fancy Cottons : 
Quotations showed little change, and but few transactions are recorded. 
Woollens bad been fairly steady, with a moderate business. Long Kills 
showed an advance of 20 cents. Iron: The market for this metal was 
quiet; the demand for Nail Rod had subsided ; Hovp continued de- 

eased, and Bar was not in much request, Lead: Small demand, and 

lower price, Steel: Weaker. Quicksilver ; The market was weak, in

The stocks of 
Plain Staples showed a considerable increase upon those held at the 
corresponding date Inet year, except as regards Grey Twills and White 
Jacconeta, There were large stocks of Printed Goods in sscond handa.

Haxxow.—Second crop Yung low-tungs commenced arriving on the 
19th June, and were followed soon after by Won-kais and Ni 
A fair business transpired at Tls. 14.5.0 to 17.5.0 for Yung-low-tungs, 
Tis. 13.2.5 to 15.0.0 for Nip-ka-szes, and Tls. 15 to 17 for Hon-kais. 
Sung-Yeong arrived about a week later and found buyers at Tis. 16.5.0 
to 19.0.0. Cheong-sow-kais were not shown until the 2nd July, and 
there had been very eager competition for the first crops at about 
‘Tle. 18.5.0 per picul. The market closed about Tis. 1 to 2 higher, and 
teamen were coming out without loss on some chops and making a 
tael per picul profit on others. In quality the second crop was below 
the average; in quantity, as regards what had been picked, it was @ 
full one, but as there had been so many failures amongst Teamen the 
buying up-country had go far been small, and a part of the crop would 
be delayed until the country people found the means to send it down on 
their own account, as they did with a large part of the latter portion 
of the first crop. The weather had been favourable for the third crop, 
and the advance in prices was likely to induce a large picking. The 
first crop closed about four millions in excess of last year. 

SuaxcHar.—Black : A steady daily business had’ been transacted 
at prices which showed no uaterial change from last quotations. Tens 
for price had been in demand, and although quotations were unaltered, 
many settlements had been fully one tael a picul worse in value than 
earlier purchases. Medium Teas had been very irregular, but on the 
average were lower. Fine and finest Teas were becoming scarce. 
Second crop Teas had arrived in moderate quantity, but business in 
them was checked by the prices asked being above buyers’ ideas, 
Settlements fur the fortnight, 33,857 chests ; reshipments on owners’ 
account, 3,635 chests; total 37,492 chests, Stock, 25,960 chests, 
Quotations :—Hohow and Tung-mo-kwan, Tls. 154 to 40; Oonam and 
Oonfs, Tis. 119 to 23; Ninghow, Tis. 17} to 43; Oopack, Tl. 15} to 
23, Green: A fair demand continued without change in quotations. 
‘A few chops of Taiping aud Hoochow kinds were on the market, but 
no offers were being made for them. Fychows were expected in a few 
days, and Tienkais in about a fortnight from date. Settlements are 
Pingsuey, 9,046 half-chts. at Tls. 18.00 to 42.00 per picul. Stoel 
Country "Tea, 1,590 half-chts, ; Pingauey, 18,000; total 19,590 half- 
cheats. 

Fooctow.—Congous : Settlements during the interval had given a 
daily average of 6,500 chests. Prices of all grades helow fine bad been 
weak, and common to medium were quoted down one tual. The re- 
ceipts had consisted entirely of second-crop leaf, and they were pro- 
notineed ubout equal in quality to Inst season's second crop. ‘The 
supply of first-crop Congou was estimated at 340,000 chests, against 
390,000 chests last season. Souchongs continued to meet with fairly 
ready sale, prices showing irregularity. Ooloongs : Prices were slightly 
ensier. Scented Teas: Prices had had a downward tendency, latest pur- 
chases showing a drop of 2 to 8 Tis, in fine grades of Scented Orange 
Pekoe from the figures ruling on the 25th June. 

Amoy.—But little had been done since last English mail. Settle- 
ments during the fortnight had been :—Formosa Ovlongs, 2,234 hail 
cheats; Amoy Oolongs, 6,037 half-chests; Amoy Congous, 10,722 
half-chests. 

Cantox.—Congous : There had been a good demand for all kinds, 
anda fair amount of business is reported at full prices, At Macao 
settlements had consisted of low common Teas principally, which had 
found buyers at Tls. 11 to 13. Scented Teas: There had been only 
a moderate business passing in theso kinds, and the market closed 
quiet, with a tendency tolower prices. The settlements were mostly 
made during the first week of the fortnight, and showed no change 
from former quotations, Later arrivals of the second crop showed no 
improvement in quality, but although during the closing week there 
had been little inquiry for Scented ‘T'eas, the teamen continued io ask 
very full prices, Settlements are reported us follows :—Congou, 
15,000 boxes at Tia. 13 to 26; Scented Caper, 12,000 boxes at Tia. 15 
to 30; Scented Urange Pekve, 4,000 boxes at Tls. 15 to 23. 


SILK. 

Suaxowat.—The North Cina Herald Report says:—The new 
season's tilk market was opened last week by the purchase of Buffalo 
chop Nw, 2, Beantiful Woman No. 2, Dancing Bear No. 2, and Double 
Phornix No, 2 Tsatlees, at Tl. 415 to 420, and S.S.8.; Dollar chop at 
Tis. 390, amounting in all to ouly 95 bales the prices paid are some 
Tis. 80 per picul over last year's opouing rates, and seem gonerally con- 
sidered very full ones, Business has been almost entirely confined to 
one firm, and they have further increased their interest for the out- 
going steamer to the extent of some 200 bales in addition, com- 
prising Common to No. 4} Toatlees at Tis. 335 to 390, a portion 
of which consists of old silk. About 60 piculs of coarse yellow 
silk, a mall parcel of 9 x 12 Moss at Tis, 260, and 40 bales 
or “ao of best re-reeled Haininga (old cargo) at ‘ls. 445. to 
430, complete the settlements for the muil. Natives have 





























begun to speculate, and a few bales of Yakee chop (last segon's silk) 
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have changed hands at Tis, 4524 for No. 8, and some market chop No. 
2 Kahings at the repoited price of Tle. 410 per picul. More activi 
is being shown up-country, where prices seem about on a level with 
Bhanghai rates ; arrivals at this port to date are 3,500 bales, against 
25,500 bales at the same date last year, 31,000 in 1875, and 23,000 in 
1874; export of new silk is confined to 123 bales, against 6,315 bales 
in 1876, 13,375 in 1875, and 9,161 in 1874, and although it is 
noticeable tliat Continental buyers in particular are holding off 
there has been no marked weakness apparent as yet amongst the 
native holdere, Stocks are about 3,600 bales of new silk and nearly 
7,000 of old. Statistics for the present season as compared with 
previous years may prove more interesting than usual. 

Caxto.—Buyers had _not shown any desire to make settlements at 
the prices asked by holders, and only 100 bales Tsatlee are reported 
settled during the fortnight. Stocks were large, and the third crop 

mined to give a very good yield; still in the absence of any export 
jemand, and only a amall inquiry for native consumption, prices in the 
country had advanced, and holders showed no willingness to make 
sales except at advanced quotations. The demand for Rereels had fallen 
off and no contracts are reported. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

Hoxa Koxo.—There was no vessel on the berth loading Camphor 
for a home port, and with less inquiry the value of the article had de- 
clined ; Formosa was quoted $17.50 to 18, and Japan $20 to 20.50 per 
picul, ' Gamboge was scarce, and nominally unchanged in value. Ver- 
milion was quoted $32 per case, At Macao more business had been 
done, and stocks of Drugs were smaller, Aniseed Oil had been quitted 
at §180 per picul, which was the current quotation. Of Cassia Oil, 70 
to 80 piculs had becn placed at $23.50 to 94, and the supply of 90 
piculs was held for the same price. No Aniseed Stars were offering, 
and the nominal value was $24.50. 

Caxtox.—The only transaction of any importance during the fort- 
night bad been a sale fof 1,500 piculs Cassia, which is destined for the 
American and Indian markets. Owing to increasing stocks, and the 
absence of demand for Europe, prices were quoted somewhat lower. 

Manita.—Messre, Sinith, Bell and Co.'s Circular says :—Sugar has 
declined, but Hemp and Coffee are stendy. Tonnage has been coming 
in freely and rates are again lower. Excbange has fallen considerably, 
owing to bad weather and a limited supply of bills. Sugar: Late 
telegrams are very unfavourable for the article, and there are no buyers 
at over $5.50 per picul for superior, and $6 per picul for extra. 
Dealers, however, have so far refused to sell at these prices, but, if 
buyers hold off, we think they will soon have to give way, as present 
cost here seems to be much in excess of limits held. The exports of 
Sugar to date are much larger than those to same period of last year, 
and as the present crop will be rather less than the previous one, we 
estimate unsold stocks at sumetbing like 250,000 piculs only, Un- 
clayed : The arrivals from Taal during the fortnight have only amounted 
to 2,500 piculs, half of which was taken at $3.68$ per picul and the 
balance at $3.81} per picul. The crop is now very nearly exhausted, 
and ull that remains will probably be eagerly taken up to ballast 
vessels. Ilo Io aud Cebu show that although both markets had 
quieted down somewhat prices were still kept up at far too 
high a range. Stocks, however, have now been run down to 
a pretty low point, and we hardiy look for any material decline, 
Hemp: Owing to dull advices from home the price dropped to $5.50 per 
picul (£22 10s. 94.), at which a few parcels were picked up, but it 
almost immediately afterwards rullied, and now there are buyers, but 
no sellers, at $5.75 per picul (£23 88, 103), Even at $6 per picul 
(£24 68, 10d.) very little could be obtained, and stocks are apparently 
going to be kept very low, owing to the abundance of tonnage. The 
Hemp growers, who up till Intely hud been complaining of want of 
rain, are now lamenting that. they are getting too much of it, but, up 
to the present, we see more reason to dread inferior quality than short 
supplies. In ccurse of shipment there are now 19,000 bales going for- 
ward to Great Britain, and 19,500 bales to the United States. Stocks 
after deducting requirements for vessels in port, we estimate, here and 
in Cebu, at 1,571 bales. Coffee: Sales bave been made during the 
fortnight at from $20.75 to $21 per picul (£77 10s. to £78 8s. 1d.), 
and the article is now pretty steady at the latter figure, but the 
demand is limited. 

Pexaxo.—A fair business had been done in Tin, principally for China, 
and a limited business iv Pepper. Tin: There bad been no purchases 
for Europe, demand had been chiefly for China, transactions for India 
deing limited. After last mail, purchases were made at $18.95 to $19, 
bubat close the price had declined t $18.85. Black Pepper: There 
was some inquiry for China and England after Inst mail, but transac- 
tions were limited for want of supplies. Purchases amounted to 5,000 
picula—at $7.32 to $7.10 for Atchin, and $7.40 for West Coast. 
Closing quotations were $7.15 for Atchin and $7.30 for West Coast. 
Stock: 3,100 piculs Atchin and 400 piculs West Coast, White Pepper: 
Small purchases at $12.75. Sugar: Penang No. 1 White in mode- 
rate demand at $7.30. No. 2 held for $5.30—no purchasers, A 
small quantity of Basket Sugar purchased at $3.80,

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CHINESE IN QUEENSLAND. 

Tho Daily News says:—At the present moment the colony of 
Queensland is being made the theatre of a social experiment of singular 
interest. Chinese are still ponring into the colony by thousands ; and. 
as they pay for their own passage, it is impossible that they cn be 
kept out except by the passing of exceptional laws. It is quite pos- 
sible that the local Parliament might resort to extreme measures, but 
a restrictive policy could not be carried out until it had first reccived 
the sanction of the Imperial Government. At a time when we are 
claiming for British aubjecta the right of freo passage through the 
Chinese Empire, it would perhaps be difficult to make the Conrt of 
Peking admit that we were quite logical in excluding Chinese subjects 
from a British colony ; and, therefore, before the Royal Assent 
could with propriety be giver to legislation of this kind, it 
would require very careful investi nm at the hands of the 
law officers of the Crown. If without very strong evidence 
of the necessity of such a step the poris of Queensland were to be 
closed agninst the Chinese, it would not be difficult to imagine the 
disagreeable sort of questions which it would be in the power of the 
Chinese Ambassadors to address to Lord Derby. There is another 
view of the subject which will naturally occur to those who have paid 
any attention to the peculiar circumstances of Queensland. For 
several years past it has been alleged that the coast lands of the colon; 
could only be cultivated by tropical labour ; and en this ground 
& vory questionible trafie in Polynesians has been sinctioned 
by the Queensland Parliament, and also by the Home Govern. 
ment. Many islands have been denuded ‘of their male popu- 
Intion in order that the planters might be enabled to enjoy a auf. 
ficient supply of servile labour; and in spite of Government 
supervision and of great vigilance on the part of missionaries and 
others, it is generally wlmitted that the so-called “immigration ” still 
leads to grave abuses, A considerable party in the colony have always * 
been hustile to the traffic ; and it is therefore not surprising that the 
present Colonial Government. should. propose uot. only to restrict the 
area in which the South Sea Islanders may henceforth be employed to. 
the coast lands, but also to bring the entire aystem gradually to a 
termination. But if Queensland is really in need of tropical labour, 
why do not the planters—instead of employing “recruiters” to scour 
the South Seas for “blackbirds "—give John Chinaman a chance? He 
is industrious, patient, plodding, and capable of fidelity, Moreover, 
his labour is cheap, and he is anxious to establish himself in Queens- 
land. Under fair and equitable conditions the Chinese might really 
solve the labour difficulty in the tropical parts of the Antipodes,

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hanora, Ava. 21, 

The past week has been a ve.y quiet one, and very lictle worth mene 
tioning bas occurred. In the country the harvest is going on with all 
speed, but the hopes of the farmers for a good and plentiful crop have. 
been very much distypointed by the still prevailing heavy rainfall, 
Much grain especially has been Drought in only half dry, anda great 
deal has been destroped in the fields befure it could be cut. “The 
potato-disease also ined fearful dimensions, and unless very dr: 
weather prevails next month hardly one-half of the crop will be sa od, 

Our Emperor is now residing at Babelsburg, near Berlin, and is taking 
arest in preparation for the great autumn military mancouvres next 
month, The Imperial Chancellor, who has been recently staying at 
Varzin, his estate in the province of Tommern, is said to be ordered by 
his physicians to tako a sojourn at the seaside, and there is_a rumour 
that the prince intends to select an English watering-place, The Prince 
arrived on Monday last in Berlin from Varzin, it is stated with the in- 
tention of proceeding to Gastein in Austria, and subsequently to 
Vienna, in order to confer with Count Andrassy upon the Eastern 
Question. Whether this report is evrrect the next few days will show, 

‘The negotiations concerning the commercial treaty between Germany 
and Austro-Hungary are going on satistuctorily, and the only point of 
divergence is said to be the moderation of the Austrian iron duties, to 
which some amount of opposition is manifested, 

The province of Sleswick-Holstein has been visited by fearful 
thunderstorins, which, being accompanied by tremenduna showers of 
hail and rain, aud burrica ike winds, have caused terrible devasta- 
tion, ‘The little town of Neumucnster’ was visited by a waterspout, 
which, passing over several flourishing villages in the vicinity, carried 
away routs, trees, Windinills, &e., and destroyed thousands of sheaves 
of grain in the fields, Ou the other side of the river the province of 
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Hanover has also suffered severely, and many villages are almost totally 
ruined. This visitation has of course very much diminished the expec- 
tations of a plentiful harvest. 

Soume nights ago this ty, expecially the Tange anburb of St Pauli, 
was alarmed by signals of fire. ‘The distillery owned by Mr. Nagol at 
Steinwaerder (a little island in a the river) had caught fire, and the flames 
lighted the horizon for many miles round, but by the energetic exertions 
of the firemen the fire was confined to tho engine-house, which burnt 
down to the ground. This distillery, which exports largely in all 
directions, especially to India and China, was some years ago the scene 
of a great fire, when the whole establishment was destroyed. Another 
fire broke out two nights ago at Altona. The store houses upon the 
quays at Neumuebilen, wooden buildings, were burnt, and tho quay is 
at present without accommodation for stowing cargvea At tho time 
of the fire there was fortanately nothing in the sheds except empty 
petroleum barrels. 

“The Nordd. Regatta Verein (North German Regatta Union) has been 
favoured by the Crown Princes of Germany, Princess Victoria of 
England accepting ita patronage. It is to be hoped that the new Pro- 
tectorate will lend toa more freuent participation of English sportsmen 
in the races of this union than has hitherto been the case.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESFONDENT.) 
AmsTeRDaM, AUG. 22. 

The King visits to-day the International Eshibition—which, I fear, 
will prove financially a monetary failure—and will return in the after- 
noon wo the Hague, where he will reside till October, in the couree of 
which month he starts for the Pyrenees. Iam glad to state that the 
rumours about his residing in Paris have been very much exaggerated. 
It is quite true that he purchased last year a hotel, in the Avenue du 
Roi de Rome, which is now furnished, and where he will next year spend 
some months, Some of the works of art which were transported to 
the French capital from his M: 
destined to illustrate the Dutch section of the Exhibition which will be 
opened at Paris in 1878, 

Politics have come quite to a atandstill. It is not known when the 
Minister of the Home Department will answer the Section report upon 
the Lert Class Instruction Bill. It is known that the reply is quite 
ready, but Mr. Heemskirk is in no hurry. It is tolerably certain thas 
it will not appear till after the discussions on the address in reply to 
the Royal Speech opening the Chambers, which perhaps will lead to 
a Ministerial crisis, Thus the rumours run on the Liberal side. The 
Conservative papers, however, assure us that Mr. Kappeyne is by no 
means disposed to form a Cabinet, if even he should be charged With 
the task, I need not add that these on-dits must only be accepted 
cum grano satis, Mr. Kappeyne is too prudent and experienced a man 
to wish to anticipate the future. In the meanwhile it is quite certain 
that his task in keeping office will be a . ‘The Budget 
Speech, which will be delivered by the } i 
ment a few days after the opening of Parliament, will inform us whether 
a loan is to be brought forward for home or for Java. It is stated that 
it is the intention of the Cabinet to raise a loan for the colonies, in order 
to provide the money required for necessary public works. The 
“favourable balances” have found their way to Atjeh. What we now 
hear about this very costly war is very little more than nothing. Our 
Government sends out month after month more troups, but it seema 
that we do not possess the force sufficient to make an end to this 
wretched struggle. Mr. C. Hartsen, ex-member of the First Chamber 
of the States General, has published in the Amsterdamsche Courant a 
sharp criticism upon the policy of the Liberals in our Exst India 
Colonies, He advocates, contrary to the system of Mr. N. G. Pierson, 
that the future of the Netherlands depends upon our maintaining 
that part of the culture-system which still cxists, 

Mr. Heemskerk arrived yesterday at the Hague from his trip to 
Baden-Baden. The rumours that hia voyage would have a political 
significance is thus shown to be false. 

On September 3 a conference will be opened at the Hague in order 
to devise some means to stup the pulmonary disease which has pre- 
vailed atnongst our cattle for several years past. 

Some days ago we lost a national treasure. ‘The picture gallery of 
Mra. Van Loon was eold to Baron Rothwhild, of Paris, for a sum of 
one and a half million of guilders. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 

The affairs on our markets for Colonial Produce remained most calm. 
There was a total absence of speculation, and only the secondhand 
bought that was wanted. The Moncy Market is plentifully supplied, 
and every sum agninst security can be provided.

THIS MAIL'S NEWS. 

Some curious and interesting facts are given by one of 
the China papers with reference to the negotiations which 
have been going on at Peking between the German Minis- 
ter and the Chinese Government in connection with the 
Tekin question as raised by the Chefoo Convention. It 
would appear that matters went much further than has 
been hitherto generally known of, should the present in- 
telligence be reliable. According to it, at one stage of the 
discussions the German Minister was actually on the eve of 
taking his departure from Peking. The Tientsin corres- 
pondent of one of the Shanghai papers gives some very in- 
teresting particulars concerning the working of the line of 
telegraph established between the Arsenal and Li-Hung- 
chang’s Yamen—a distance of some six miles. It appears 
thatno opposition whatever was offered tothe erection of the 
wire, and to taking it across the roofs of the houses in Tient- 
sin—a proof apparently that the Chinese are not disposed to 
raise Fung Shui difficulties, with regard to such works when, 
as is the case in the present instance, the officials themselves 
are interested in their being completed. It is stated that 
this is probably only the commencement of a general system 
of telegraphy in the provinces under Li-Hung-Chang’s Go- 
vernment. A very severe gale has taken place at Shanghai, 
doing considerable damage to property, both afloat and 
ashore, and it is also feared causing much loss of lite among 
the boating population. The report from Dr. Nevius 
of his proceedings for the relief of tke sufferers from 
famine in Shantung has been published. It is con- 
sidered a most gratifying record of invaluable aid ren- 
dered at a very critical moment. The result is that many 
thousands of lives have been saved, and large tracts 
of country are bearing crops where there would have been 
starvation and waste but for the money so opportunely sub- 
scribed, and which Dr. Nevius and others so judiciously 
distributed. It is almost inconceivable how so small 
a sum as ten cash a day can have been instrumental 
in producing such results. But though the rain has in- 
sured good crops where the people were able to plant 
the land, it is painful to hear that many have been 
obliged to sell everything, and are still destitute. From 
Canton the Jatest accounts indicated that the populace were 
to some extent recovering from the recent severe floods- 
Some alarm was created by an exaggerated report respect 
ing the appearance of cholera at Amoy. It was not with. 
out some foundation, but Mr. Glover, the Commissioner of 
Customs at that port, at once instituted inquiries, and in 
reply was informed that up to the 3rd July there had been 
one death among foreigners, and it was reported that some 
thirty natives were dying daily. Similar reports gained 
currency in Shanghai, but careful inquiries went to show 
that they also were much exaggerated, and that there was 
no reason for any special anxiety on the part of foreign 
residents in the Settlements. A distinct shock of an earth- 
quake was felt at Foochow on the 28th June. A somewhat 
important order has been issued by the Admiral in com- 
mand of Her Majesty's Squadron in China and Japan to the 
effect, namely, that Her Majesty's ships are not in future to 
visit non-treaty ports in Japan, except in cases of emergency, 
or when acting under special orders. It is reported that the 
difficulty between Spain and China in reference to the 
Soverina question has been settled, the Chinese Govern- 
ment paying an indemnity of several thousands of dollars 
to the relatives of the crew of that unfortunate vessel. 
The Hong Kong papers give the particulars of the loss of 
the Russian ship Rhulinas. 

The news from Japan, brought by the present mail, has 
been anticipated ria America. 

From the Straits Settlements the news is without interest. 
The Perak chiefs whose deportation was ordered by our 
Government have left for the Island of Mahe, one of the 
Seychelles group, in the barque Cotherstone, accompanied by 
a guard. A considerable quantity of salvage has been re- 
covered from the wreck of the steamer Gloria. 














THE BLUE-BOOK ON THE CHEFOO CONVENTION, 
Or much bistorical interest. of no practical value, the 
long expected report of the Hon. M-. GRosvenor on the 
invesiigation into the murder of the lave Mr. MARGARY has 
been at last published, in conjunciion with the scarcely less 
long expecied nemorancum from Sir Taos. WADE, on the 
Chefoo Convention. The former fully confirms the con- 
clusion very generally arrived at com the fact that the re- 
port was so Jong wivhheld that no satisiactory resvli had 
been obiained, and the laiier, though undoubtedly a docu- 
ment of much weight, oes not elucidate the Convention in 
the manner anticipated, but is rather a résumé of the whole 
of the negotiations wh‘ch led to its conclusion, supple- 
mented by special noies upon particular points. Ivis need- 
less to say with regard to the MARGARY murder that the 
facts set forth in the Jarger portion of the despatches are 
already familiar to the public; but the report from the Hon. 
Mr. GRosvENOR himself is certainly a very able document, 
albeit it shows that the Chinese Government have done 
literally nothing towards hunting out and pvnishing the 
guilty parties. The state of affairs set forth pretiy well 
explains the eagerness of the Chinese Avihoriiies to 
carry out their part of the Convention even before 
it was ratified; as it was clear that they must find 
themselves in a more than questionable position should 
it become necessary to reopen the matter. After 
the long delay thatehas taken place, however, this is 
extremely unlikely, and this portion of ihe subjecs may be 
considered so far a thing of the past. Wich respeci to Sir 
T. Wapr's memorandum, we cannot bui express surprise 
that after pronouncing in a despatch dated Oc.. 19, 1876, 
the Convention to be “highly satistactory,” snd calling 
upon Sir THos. WADE to return to England to give ex- 
lanations as to the details, Lord Deny should neverthe- 
less have required the memorandum under notice, which 
at the present siage of matters caunot be regarded other- 
wise than as a great waste of mental power, the call- 
ing for which was inflicting a hardship ard injus- 
tice on Sir Tuos. WADE. Anyone who has read the 
despatches of 1875 will appreciate what the Jabovr of going 
over the same ground again must have beer, and the diffi- 
culties of writing out all his reasons. Nor can it be seen 
that any practical end has been gained by this needless ex- 
penditure of time and trouble. At the same time there 
are many points upon which the views set forth in the me- 
morandum are of value, as, for example, his expressing a 
definite opinion against any interpretation of the Tveaty 
which would do away with extra-territoriality; but it is 
nevertheless impossible not to feel that three parts of the 
observations made are of little practical value after so long 
a time has elapsed. 





THE REBELLION IN JAPAN. 

ALTHOUGH it would be too much to expecé that the re- 
bellion in Japan will be entirely prt down, for at all 
events some little time to come, there are signs that the 
Government have at last succeeded in making their position 
sufficiently strong to be able to take a strong stand against 
the insurgents. Even those who have, and not without 
reason, shown themselves little disposed to believe in the 
Government reports of success, were speaking hopefully at 
the date of the last mail’s advices. A junction had been 
effected of the Government armies, and confivert hopes 
were entertained of speedily suppressing Sarco’s rebellion 
and then diverting sufficient troops to overawe the malcon- 
tents in the Province of Toga. So far there seem to be 

unds for hope that the movements are progressing satis- 
factorily, and that the Government will at last be able to 
make some definite headway against the rebels and redeem 
the promise so long ago made of speedily restoring order. 
Every well-wisher of Japan must desire to see an end to the 
present state of affairs, as nothing can tend more to impover- 
ish and injure a nation than a protracted civil war. The 
time, however, which it has taken the Japanese Govern- 
ment even to put itself in a position to commence operations 
likely to prove successful shows the extreme folly of their 
having represented the outbreak as of a merely trivial 
character. The truth was bound to come out, and the 
result of misrepresenting matters has been to convey a 
very disparaging idea, first of the strength, and next of the 





reliability of the Japanese Government, It is to be hoped, 
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however, that at last some headway is being made, and ,

the Japanese Government will use their success with mode- 
ration, show as much clemency as is possible to the in- 
surgents, and set about instituting the reforms which are 
needed and the absence of which has been to a great 
degree the cause of the outbreak. There seems, we are 
glad to note, to be room to hope that wise counsels will 
prevail, as it is stated that if the Government succeed in 
its presevt efforts to put the rebellion down, it is its in- 
tention to effect various administrative reforms, among 
which is the convocation of a semi-Representative As- 
sembly. 





Since the above was in type a telegram has been re- 
ceived from an independent quarter, dated Yokohama, 
Aug. 22, that the Government troops had been completely 
victorious, and that the Civil War is now virtually at an end. 
The rive crops are abundant. 


THE LATE SULTAN OF JOHORE. 

Some discussion has taken place in the Singapore papers 
with reverence to the successor to the late Sultan of Johore 
whose funeral took place on the 8ih July last. It appears 
that there are two I claimants, the eldest son and the 
youngesi; that the former is of the blood Royal on both 
sides, the latter of b'ood Royal only on one side. It appears 
difficult, therefore to understand precisely upon what 
grounds the Malay ideas of succession are based, though of 
course. as rules of succession in Asiatic countries are very 
different from those with which we are familiar in Europe, 
there may possibly be juster reasons for the claim of the 
youngest son than we can understand without further ex- 
planation. Bvi tbe curious part of the matter is, that while 
the members of the family and their friends are disputing 
as to who shall succeed, it appears very probable that 
theve will be nothing to succeed to, as by the Treaty 
of 1855 the late Sultan made over all claim to the 
sovereignty to the Tumongong of Johore, and has 
since been reigning only nominally and by courtesy. 
The complication which bas arisen is thus of a somewhat 
intricate description, and it is to be hoped that it 
may ultimately be settled to the satisfaction of all parties. 
One point ought, however, to be considered and decided 
upon at orce, It is said that the Government intend to 
discontinue the pension granted to the late Sultan, and it 
is feared this would cause much discontent among the 
Malays. Ii would probably be a somewhat harsh measure 
to the successors in the family, and the recommendation 
which is made by one of the Singapore papers to the Go- 
vernment to consider well before coming to a conclusion is 
sound. The case is one which ought to be considered upon 
broad and equitable principles, and any saving made by 
the discontinuance of the pension would be dearly effected 
if it give cause to the natives to consider they have been 
treated unjustly, or, in such a case, even inconsiderately. 








THE remarks which are made elsewhere by a correspon- 
dent wich reference to the new ports are worthy of atten- 
tion. They show that, although, as we noticed at the time, 
as probable, merchants in China are not at the present 
day prepared to rush to new ports and to run such risks as 
were incurred in 1860, the ports are likely to become gra- 
dually developed, and will tend to further our trade gene- 
rally with China. It is sincerely to be regretted that just 
at the time when an opportunity is afforded of obtaining 
new markets for our manufactures, the complaints with 
reference to the inferior quality of Manchester goods should 
be more wide spread than ever. It is certainly astonish- 
ing that the trade here persistently turn a deaf ear to 
the warnings which are given to it of the likelihood ot its 
destroying its business by the present system of over-sising 
and artificially weighting the goods.

THE CHINESE ENVOYS. 

The Assistant Chinese Envoy Lieu Ta Jen, accompanied by Mr, 
F. Lien, Attaché, visited Stowmarket on the 2st, and inspected 
the works of the Patent Safety Gun Cotton Company (Limited). 
A number of interesting experiments were made. A. box fille 
with a number of slabs of wet gnn cotton was placed upon a 
fire to prove that there is no danger of explosion in ordinary 
cases of accident. The box containing the gun cotton was con- 
sumed, and the blocks of cotton as they were dried were seen to 
smoulder, but there was nothing approaching a blaze. A charge 
of dry gun cotton was ignited on a slab of wet cotton and burnt 
without injuring the wet cotton, and next a service detonator 
was fired upon the same slab of wet cotton without doing any 
damage. When a dry charge and a detonator were combined 
the whole exploded with a loud report. Several other experi- 
inents followed, the whole closing with the explosion of a small 
torpedo in the neighbouring river. A dimver followed, at which 
“The Health of his Excellency Lieu Ta Jen” was drunk. His 
Excellency in responding said while he admired the experiments 
which had taken place he hoped gun cotton would not have to 
be used for war, but for mining purposes and engineering works,

FIRE INSURANCE IN JAPAN. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

S1r,—I have just seen, in your issue of Feb. 19, the letter of 
your correspondent “Fire,” referring to the conflagration at 
Yedo on 29th November last, aud, aithough so long a time has 
elapsed, I venture to ask you to afford me space for these few 
remarks, inasmuch as the impression sought to be conveyed by 
“Fire” is totally at variance with the facts, and betrays an 
absolute want of knowledge on his part of the way in which 
insurance business is conducted in Japan. Your correspondent 
says, “I am of opinion that property assured by natives is a very 
bad risk, and should not be taken except uuder some exceptional 
circumstances.” Now, as the “J am of opinion” of the above 
presumes a knowledge of the subject, none would read the 
sentence without concluding that such risks were not only 
accepted, but accepted regularly, and, in fact, formed a regular 
and extensive part of the business, while, in actual truth, the 
very opposite of this is the case, and uative risks ave not enter- 
tained, except under very exceptional circumstances indeed. In 
an experience of some years, I have not known a single case in 
which such a risk has Veen taken by an insurance agent, althongh 
a little business has been done for Government ; andas I am 
satisfied that your correspondent knows no office with such 
ineurances on their books, may I ask why he advances an 
“ opinion ” so calculated to mislead. Mere ignorance of a subject, 
although not a thing to be proud of, is pardonable ; but ignorance, 
pet forward under an assumption of authority and superior 

nowledge, deserves the severest reprobation.—I am, &e.,

THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS ASSOCIATION. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

S1r,—I notice with some surprise the remarks which are made 
by a correspondent signing himself “Observer” in your paper of 
the 11th June, with reference to the Straits Settlement Associa- 
tion ; and as [ think those remarks are eminently calculated to 
wislead the public at home with respect to the status and object 
of the body above-named, I trust you will also give insertion tothe 
true version of the matter, which cannot perbaps be more sue- 
cinctly stated than in the few remarks with which the Editor 
of the Straits Times prefaces the letter of “Observer” in repro- 
ducing it in his paper. He says :— 

Its contents are not very intelligible, but if the writer means to 
reaintain that the London branch of the Association is entitled to act, 
irdependently of the branch here, and irrespective of public feeling 
and opivion here, or without co-operation with the branch here, then 
the writer and those who think with him make a very great misteke, 
and, if they act upon their convictions, the Association had better 
break up at once, for its influence fur good will be effectually destroyed, 
and deservedly so, We take distinct issue with the writer when he 
asserts that in the palmy days of the Association “every step taken 
was taken at home, and was not suggested, much less dictated, from 
abroad.” There was no dictation in the matter ; but the branch here 
worked hand in hand with the London branch, and supplied it with 
facta, figures, and general representations, which enabled th: London 
branch to obtain a hearing from the Colonial-office. The truth of the 
matter would appear to bs, that the Association, having done the work 
for which it was establiched, has fwlen into a moribund condition both 
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here and at home. There has been no work for it to do since Sir Harry. 
Ord''s departure, and the members of the London branch have appa- 


rently been amusing themselves lately by quarrelling among them- 
selves, while the brauch here has been in a fitful state of existence, 
now waking up and then dozing off asleep. 

Without, perhaps, going the full length which the Editor does 
in his somewhat trenchant remarks, I can certainly state without 
hesitation that it was never the idea that the Straits Settlement 
‘Association at home either would or could act independently of 
the branch here. Such an attempt would assuredly be very 
much like an endeavour to build a house without bricks, as it is 
to its being able to obtain information from this side that the 
Association owes its influence, or rather such influence as it once 
had at home. I fully agree with the Editor of the Strazte 
Times that if the Association at home intends to act indepen- 
dently of the Branch here, or, in other words, to give up. the 
means which it now possesses of obtaining accurate and reliable 
information, the sooner it comes to au end the better for all con-

A book has been published by “ E.M.” entitled “The Chinese : 
their Mental and Moral Characteristics.” The anonymous author 
who has chosen this somewhat wide field undertakes (says the 
Academy), aud without much success— to trace the origin of 
laws and morals which for thousands of years have governed 
that vast empire.” The writer has studied the Chinese in books, 
beginning thirty years ago with Du Halde’s China and Chinese 
Tartary, and ending during the past year with Dr. Legge’s trans- 
lations of the Chinese Classics, and the result is naturally a some- 
what odd mélnye, After a brief introductory chapter, which 
commences before 2,090 3.c. and ends with the murder of Dr. 
Morrison’s teacher, we are furnished with a short biography 
of Confucius, followed by numerous extracts from Dr. Legge’s 
version of the Classics. The chapter styled “ Defects in the 
Confucian System” may be summed up in its last sentence :— 
“The crying need of China is the Gospel of God’s grace.” The 
title of the coneluding chapter, “The Bresent State of China,” is 
absolutely misleading, and the matter feeble in the extreme ; it 
affords, however, one piece of information which will be new to 
most people—viz,, that John Chinaman is addicted to opium- 
exting. 

Inthe August number of the Church Missionary Intelligencer 
the Rev. C. F. Warren continues his interesting paper on “ Places 
which he has Visited in Japan.” He describes the Temple of 
Inari at Fushimi, near Kioto, and says :— 

One of the most popular gods of the Shinto faith ia 0 so-called deity 
of the mythological period, popularly known as Inari-sima, The god 
was worshipped from very ancient times, but the name just given only 
dates from the ninth century. At that time there lived a learned 
Buddhist priest, one Kukai—better known by his posthumous name, 
Kobodaishi—who invented the Airagana, or running-hand syllabary, 
and made a compound religious system from Buddhism, Shintoism, and 
Confucianism, ‘The god, carrying a bundle of rice, is said to have ap: 
peared to this min, and ever since the title Inari-sama has been current 
—“ Inari" being “ rice-carrying,” and “sama” a title of honour added 
to the names of both gods and mea. _Inari-sama is supposed to be tho 
special protector of the rice-crop. Foxes are said to be the servants 
and messengers of this deity, and in multitudes of cases the popular 
worship of Inari is the worship of the fox. 

The Inari shrine at Fushimi is near the town of thit name, to the 
south of Kiyoto. The corii is the most conspicuous object visible. 
Whatever may have been its original use, the tori now marks the en- 
trance to the grounds of a Shinto temple. The torii differ in size, 
material, and finish. Some are made of the trunks of trees, simply 
barked, without any embellishment. This was the original torii, and 
such are still found in some places, especially at the Dui:jin-gu— 
“the great divine palaces ""—the most sacred of all Shinto temples in 
the Empire. 

The Bulletin de la Sociéte de Geographie for this month con- 
tains the full text of the journal written by M. Dupuis of his 
well-known journey in Yunnan, read before the Society in 
February last.

THE CHINESE IN AUSTRALIA AND 
QUEENSLAND. 


The House of Assembly at Sydney has passed resolutious expressing 
sympathy with Queensland in its efforts to prevent excessive Chinese 
immigration, and recommending as a desirable measure that the Eng- 
lish Governmeut should obtain a modification of the treaty with China, 
so as to enable restrictions to be placed on the Chinese invasion of 
Australia, The Times has the following on the aubject :— 

Wecan understand and sympathise with the dislike of our Australian 
fellow-subjects to the catastrophe they thus apprehend. Our 
Australian Colonies are something more to us than wide regions under 
the dominion of the English Crown, with indefinite capabilities for 
almost every kind of material progress, We value them rather aa the 
| homes of men of our own race, as capable of receiving and providing 
for the vast multitudes which from time to time are driven from our 
own shores, and as likely in the distant future to grow up to a great- 
ness equal to our own, and not wholly unlike it in the type it. offern, 
It would sadly interfere with this agr jon if Australia were

really destined to be peopled, not with English, but with Chinese 
settlers, if the abominations of a Chinese quarter are to be found 
everywhere, and if white labour isto be driven out bofore the advancing 
steps of its rivals, Queensland, under such a system, might produce 





more cotton and more sugar, and at a lower rae than before. The 
lands of Australia might be better tilled and her cattle might increase 
and multiply under the cheap supervision of the stranger. But if 
these resulta were to be obtained by the substitution of Chinese for 
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Englishmen, if Australia, in short, were o become another Chine, with | 
the addition only of a few great capitalists and landholders, we should | 
feel that we bud lost well-nigh all for which Australia is now valu- 
able to us. We could look with no satisfaction at a country in 
which the great masa of thu inhabitants were, in the fullest sense, 
aliens—in which English capital might be engaged with profit, but 
from which Englisbinen would be practically excluded, or would find a 
place only such as the poorer class of whites did in the late slave 
States of America, under the designation of “ white ti Astar as 
this is the prospect at which our Australian Colonies have taken 
alarm, we can only say that we dislike it as much as they do. Our only 
doubt is whether the case be as urgent as they seem to believe, and 
whether the preventive measures they are wishing to apply are, in point 
of fact, at all called for. The Chinaman in Australia and in California 
is nothing more as yet than an exceedingly useful auxiliary. The de- 
partments of work which he has appropriated are such, for the most 
part, as the white man is only tov ylad to be relieved from, Thre is 
nothing too mean, or too forbidding, or too irksome for the catholic 
taste of the Chinese. In waiting, or scavengering, or washing dirty 
clothes he is simply without a rival. There are plenty of spheres of 
this kind which wy be surrendered to him without grudging, and in 
which no Englishman need wish to enter into any competition with him, 
It is chiefly when he goes beyond these, when he offers his services in the 
general labour market, or when he sets off to the diggin to gather gold 
on his own account, that his presence becomes at all questionable. 
Thereupon the white labourer who is underbid or thrust aside by the 
Chinaman calls out, at once, against the low tastes and habits of his 
intrusive rival. The reme appears to us, is sufficiently in nis 
own hands. We refuse to believe that white labour is not, for the 
vast majority of purposes, superior to what is termed yellow labour, or 
that it would not in itself be very much preferred by the employer. 
But when white meu wake exorbitant demands for wages, when they: 
begin striking and giving troable in a thousand ways, the employer 
of labour may be very glad that he is not absolutely dependent on 
them, and that he bas at comusand a more docile race of beings, who 
ean be satisfied on more easy terms, and who will be loss forgettul of 
the relation in which they stand to im and the corresponding duties 
which it entails.

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THE BLUE-BOOK UPON THE MARGARY MURDER 


AND THE CHEFOO CONVENTION. 


The long expected Blue-book with reference to the murder 
of the late Mr. Margary and the Chefoo Convention has at last 
appeared, and a copy reached us Thuraday. It commences with 
an elaborate despatch from Mr. Hart, Inspector-General of 
Customs, to the Chinese Government, on the changes which are 
desirable commercially and judicially. It contains a large 
number of the well-known pro-Chinese arguments, the most im- 
portant being with reference to judicial proceedings, the sugges- 
tion of a Court consisting of a Chinese official with a foreign 
Co-Judge in Chinese employ being among other things thrown 
out. 


The following is the Text of the Agreement between the 
Governments of Great Britain and China, signed on the 13th of 
- September, 1876, at Chefoo :— 


Agreement negotiated between Sir Thomas Wade, K.C.B, Her Britannic 
‘Majesty's Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary at tho 
Court of China, and Li, Minister Plenipotentiary of his Majesty 
the Emperor of China, Senior Grand Secretary, Governor-General 
of the Province of Chib-li, of the First Clase of the Third Order 
of Nobility. 

The negotiation between the Ministers above-named hos its origia in 

a despatch received by Sir Thomas Wado, in the spring of the present 

year, from the Earl of Derby, Principal Secretary of State for Foreign 

‘Affairs, dated Let January, 1376, ‘This contained instructions regard- 

ing the dispusal of thred ‘questions :—First, a satisfactory settlement 

of the Yun Nan affair; secondly, a faithful fuldlment of engagements 
of last year respecting intercourse between the high officers of the two 

Governmenta ; thirdly, the adoption of a uniform system in satisfac- 

tion of the understanding arrived at in the month of September, 1875 

(eighth moon of the first year of the reign Kwang Sii), on the subject 

of rectification of conditions of trade. It is to this despatch that Sir 

‘Thomas Wade has referred himself in discussions on these questions 

with the T-sung-li Yamén, further reference to which is here omitted 

as euperfluous, The Conditions nowagreed to between SirThomas Wade 
and the Grand Secretary are as followa:— 


Section I.—Settlement of the Yiin Nan Case. 

1. A memorial is to be presented to the Throne, whether by the 
“Teung-li Yamén or by the Grand Secretary Li is immaterial, in the 
sense of the Memorandum prepared by Sir Thomas Wade. ’ Before 

resentation the Chinese text of the Memorial is to be shown to Sir 

jomas Wade. 

2. The memorial having been presented to the Throne, and the Im- 
perial decree in reply received, the Tsung-li Yamén will communicate 
copies of the memorial and Imperial decree to Sir Thomas Wade, 
together with a copy of s letter from the Tsung-li Yamén to the Pro- 
vincial Governments, instructing them to issue a proclamation that 
shall embody at length the above memorial and decree. Sir Thomas 
Wade will thereupon reply to the effect that for two years to come 
officers will be sent, by the British Minister, to different places in the 
provinces, to see that the proclamation is posted. On application from 
the British Minister, or the Consul of any port instructed by him to 
make application, the high officers of tine provinces will depute com- 
petent officers to accompany thcse go sent to the places which they go 
‘to observe, 

8, In order to the framing of such regulations as will be needed for the 
conduct of the frontier trade between Burma and Yiin Nan, the me- 
morial, submitting the proposed settlement of the Yun Nan sffair, will 
contain a request that an Imperial decree be issued, directing the 
Governor-General and Governor, whenever the British Government 
shall gend officers to Yiin Nan, to select a competent officer of rank to 
-eonfer with them, and to conclude a satisfactory arrangement, 

4. The British Government will be free for five years, from the let 
January next, being the 17th day of the 11th moon of the second year 
of the reign Kwang Su, to station officers at Tali Fu, or at some other 
‘muitable place in Yiin Nan, to observe the conditions of trade ; to the 
‘end that they may have information upon which to base the regula- 
tions of trade when these have to be discussed. For the consideration 
and adjustment of any matter affecting British officers or subjects, 
these officials will be free to address themselves to the authorities of 
the province. The opening of the trade may be proposed by the Bri- 
tish Government, as it may find best at any time within five years, or 
upon expiry of the term of five years. 

Passports having been obtained last year from a mission from India 
into Yun Nan, it is open to the Viceroy of India to send such miasion 
-at any time be may see fit. 

. 5, The amount of indemnity to be paid on account of the families of 
the officers and others killed in Yiin Nan; on account of the expenses 
which the Yiin Nan case has occasioned ; and on account of claims of 
British merchants arising out of the action of officers of the Chinese 
-Government up to the commencement of the present year, Sir Thomas 
‘Wade takes upon himself to fix at 200,000 teels, payable on demand. 

6. When the case is closed an Imperial letter will be written, ex- 
“pressing regret for what hes occurred in Yiin Nan. The mission bear- 
ing the Imperial letter will proceed to England immediately. Sir 
‘Thomas Wade is to be informed of the constitution of this mission, for 
the information of his Government. The text of the Imperial letter 
is also to be communicated to Sir Thomas Wade by the Tsung-li 
Yamen, 

Srctiow IL-—Official Intercourse. 

Under this heading are included the conditions of intercourse be- 
‘tween high officers in the capital and the provinces, and between con- 
sular officers and Chinese officials at the porta; also the conduct of 

_ judicial proceedings in mnixed caves, 


1, In the Tsung-li Yamén’s Memorial of the 28th September, 1875, 
tho Prince of Kung and the Ministora stated that their object in pre- 
senting it had not been simply the transaction of business in which 
Chinese and foreigners might be concerned ; missions abrowd and the 
question of diplomatic intercourse lay equally within their prayer. 

To the prevention of further misunderstanding upon the subject of 
intercourse and correspondence, the present conditions of both having 
caused complaint in the capital and in the provinces, it is ugreed that 
the Taung-li Yamen shall address a circular to the legutions, inviting 
foreign representatives to consider with them a code of etiquette, to 
the end that foreign officials in China, whether at the ports or else- 
where, may be treated with the same regurd as ie ehown them when 
serving abroad in other countries, and a8 would be shown to Chinese 
agonta a0 serving al 

The fact that China is about to establish missions and consulates 
abroad renders au understanding on these points essential. 

2, The British Treaty of 1858, Article 16, lays down that “Chinese 
sudjects who may be guilty of any criminal act towards British sub- 
jects shall be arrested and punished by Chinese authorities according to 
the laws of Ching. 


“British subjects who may commit any crime in China shall be tried 
and punishod by the Consul, or any other public functionary authorised 
thereto, according to the laws of (reat Britain. 

jaiustice shall be equitably and impartially administered on both 
sides.” 


The words “functionary authorised thereto” are, translated in the 
Chinese text, “British Government.” Es 


In order to the fulfilment of ite treaty obligations, the British 
Government has established @ Supreme Court at Shanghai, with a 
special code of rules, which it is now about to revive. The Chinese 
Government has eatablished at Shanghai a Mixed Court, but the officer 
presiding over it, either from luck of power or dread of unpopularity, 
constantly fails to enforce his judgments. 

It is now understood that the Tsung-li Yaméa will write a circular 
to the legations, inviting foreign representatives at once to consider wit 
the Tsung-li Yamen the measures needed for the more effective admi- 
niatration of justice at the porte open to trade, 


8, It is agreed that whenever a crime is committed affecting the 
person or property of a British subject, whether in the interior or at 
the open ports, the British Minister shall be free to send officers to the 
spot to be present at the investigation. 

To the prevention of misunderstanding on this point, Sir Thormas 
Wade will write a note to the above effect, to which the Tsung-li 
Yamen will reply, affirming that this is the course of proceeding to be 
adhered to for the time to come. 

It is further understood that so long as the lawa of the two coun- 

es differ from each other, there can be but one principle tu guide 
judicial proceedings in mixed cases in China, namely, that the case is 
tried by the official of the defendants nationality, the official of the 
plaintift’s nationality merely attending to watch the proceedings in the 
interests of justice. If the officer so attending be dissatistied with the 
proceedings, it will be in his power to protest against them in detail. 
The law admiaistered will be the law of the nationality of the officer 
trying the case, This is the meaning of the words “huit'ung,” in- 
dicating combined action in judicial proceedings in Article 16 of the 
Treaty of Tientsin, and this is the course to be respectively followed 
by the officers of either nationality. 


Suction IIL.—Trade. 

1, With reference to the area within which, according to the treaties 
in force, li-kin ought not to be collected on foreign goods at the open 
ports, Sir Thomas Wade agrees to move his Government to allow the 
ground rented by foreigners (the so-called concessions) at the different 
ports to be regarded as the area of exemption from li-kin; and the 
Government of China will thereupon allow I-chang, in the province of 
Hu-Pei, Wu-hu, in An-Hui, Wen-Chow, in Uhe-Kiang, and Pei-hai 
(Pak-hoi), in Kwang-Tung, to be added to the number of ports open to 
trade, and to become Consular stations, The British Government will 
further be free to send officers to reside at Ch’ung-k’ing, to watch the 
conditions of British trade in Ssu-Ch'uen. British merchants will not 
be allowed to reside at Ch’ung-k'ing, or to open establishments or ware- 
houses there, so long as no steamers have access to the port. When 
steamers have succeeded in ascending the river so far, further arrange- 
ments can be takon into considerati 

It is further proposed as a measure of compromise that at certain 
points on the shore of the Great River, namely, Ta-t'ung, and Ngan- 
ching, in the province of An-Hui ; Hu-k’ou, in Kiang-Si; Wu sueh, 
Lu-chi-k’ou, and Shavshih, in Hu-Kuang; these being ail places of 
trade in the interior, ut which, as they are not open ports, foreign 
merchants are not legally authorised to land or ship goods; steamers 
shall be allowed to touch for the purpose of landing or shipping pas- 
sengers or goods ; but in all instances by means of native boats only, 
and subject to the regulations in force atfecting native trade, 

Produce accompanied by a half-duty certificate may be shipped a 
such points by the steamers, but may not be landed by thein for sale. 
And at all such points, except in the case of importa accompanied by a 
transit duty certificate, or exports similarly certificated, which will be 
severally passed free of li-kiu on exhibition of such certificates, li-kin 
will be duly collected on ull gocds whatever by the native authorities. 
Foreign merchants will not be authorised to reside or open houses of 
business or warehouses at the places ennmerated as porta of call. 

2. At all porta opened to trade, whether by earlier or later agreement, 
at which no settlement area has been previously defined, it will be 
the duty of the British Consul, acting in concert with his colleagues, 
the Consuls of other Powers, to come to an understanding with the 
local authorities regarding the definition of the foreign settlement 























area, 
8. On opium, Sir Thomas Wade will move his Government to sane- 
tion en arrangement different from that affecting other iwports 
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British merchanta, when opium is brought into port, will be obliged 
to have it taken coguisance of by the Customs, and deposited in bond, 
either in » warehouse ora receiving hulk, until such time as there is a 
sale for it. Tho importer will then pay the tariff duty upon it, and 
the purchasers the li-kin ; in order to the prevention of the evasion of 
the duty, the amount of li-kin to be collected will be decided by the 
different’ provincial Governments, according to the circumstances of 
each. 

4. The Chinese Government agrees that transit duty certificates 
shall be framed under one rule at all ports, no differences being made 
in the conditions set forth therein ; and that so far as imports are con- 
cerned, the nationality of the person possessing and carrying these is 
immaterial. Native produce carried from an inland centre to a port of 
shipment, if bona fide intended for shipment to a foreign port, may be 
by treaty certificated by the British subject interested, and exempted 
by payment of the half duty from all charges demanded upon it en 
route, If produce be not the property of a British subject, or is being 
carried to a port not for exportation, it is not entitled to the exemp- 
tion that would be secured it by the exhibition of a transit duty certi- 
ficate, The British Minister is prepared to agree with the Teung-li 
Yamen upon rules that will secure the Chinese Government against 
abuse of the privilege as affecting produce. The words “nei 
inland, in the clause of Article 7 of the rules appended to the tariff, 
reganting carriage of imports inland, and of native produce purchased 
inland, apply as much to places on the sea coasts and river shores as 
to places in the interior not open to foreign trade; the Chinese Go- 
vernment having the right to make arrangements for the prevention 
of abuses thereat. 

5. Article XLV. of the Treaty of 1858 prescribes no limit to the 
term within which a drawback may be claimed upon duty-paid im- 
ports. The British Minister agrees to a term of three years, after 
expiry of which no drawback shall be claimed. 

6. The foregoing stipulation, that certain ports are to be opened to 
foreign trade, and that landing and shipping of goods at six places on 
the great river is to be sanctioned, sbull be given effect to within six 
months after receipt of the Imperial decree ‘approving the Memorial 
of the Grand Secretary ‘The date for giving the effect to the 
lations affecting exemption of imports from li-kin taxation wi 
foreign settlements, aud the collection of li-kin upon opium by the 
‘Customs Inspectorate at the same time as the tariff duty upon it, will 
be fixed as soon as the British Government has arrived at an under- 
standing on the subject with other foreign Governments. 

7. The Governor of Hong Kong having long complained of the in- 
terference of the Canton Customs revenue cruisers with the junk trade of 
that colony, the Chinese Government agrees to the appointment of a 
Commission to consist of a British Consul, an‘officer of the Hong Kong 
Government, and a Chinese official of equal rank, in order to the 
establishment of some system that shall enable the Chinese Govern- 
ment to protect its revenue without prejudice to the interests of the 
culony. 




















Separate Article. 

Her Majesty's Government having it in contemplation to send a mis- 
sicn of exploration next year by way of Peking through Kan-su and 
Koko-Nor, or by way of Sau-Ch’uen to Thibet, and thence to India, 
the Tsung-li Yamen, having due regard to the circunstances, will, when 
the time arrives, iste the necessary passports, and will address letters 
to the high provincial authorities and to the Resident in Thibet. If 
the mission should not be sent by these routes, but should be proceed- 
ing across the Indian frontier to Thibet, the Taung-li Yamen, on receipt 
of © communication to the above effect from the British Minister, will 
write to the Chinese Resident in Thibet, and the Resident, with due 
regard to the circumstances, will send officers to take due care of the 
mission ; and passports for the mission will be issued by the Tsung-li 
Yamen, that ita passage be not obstructed.

1. A Burmese, belonging to the 
King’s cotton agent at Man-yiin, 
deposed, on the Ist of March, at 
Bamo, that Mr, Margary was killed 
not by local savages or Chinese, 
‘but by order of the Chinese offi- 
eials who had come down from 
Momein. These officials are called 
by the deponent Lyo sheng 
‘Telieng and Shoon Tsheng Tsheng, 
aud depouent concludes by stating 
that he has heard that the heads 
of Mr. Margary and the Chinamen 
who were killed were taken up to 
Mom-yeng after being exposed in 
the town of Man-yiin. 

2. A Burmese scout who was 
sent with Mr. Margary to Man-yiin 
atatea, on the 25th Feb., 1875 :— 

I was sent from the fifth guard- 


1. The murderers of Mr. Mar- 
gxry tur out to be wild hill-men, 
robbers by profession, who inhabit 
the Yeb-jen Shan, ‘and include 
certain renegade Chinese, who have 
fled from justice, and have joined 
the savages. 


2, Li Chén-Kuo never expected 
that Margary would come on in 
front.

house to see what was going on in 
Man-yiin. We arrived on the 
19th of February at the Tsarai 
‘Teawbwa's house. We slept there, 
and the next day we went to Man- 
yiin. On the 21st of February the 
Chinese officers killed Mr. Margary 
and five Chinese. 

‘A Burmese belonging to the 
King’s cotton agency states :— 

On the 2ist of February I saw 
Mr. Margary in Man-yiin, I saw him 
several times. He was going about 
the town, sometimes accompanied 
by Chinese, and sometimes alone. 
Two officials, Lyo Tsheng Tsheng 
and Shoon Tsheng Tsheng, came 
down from Man-yiin. On Abnovens 
ing of the 21st of February I heard 
that Mr. Margaryand his men had 
all been killed. Mr. Margary was 
said to have been asked to go and 
see some hot springs, and when he 
got on his pony they knocked him 
off and killed him. His men were 

i the Kyoung, in which they 

were staying. This was done not 
by any local Shans or Chinese, 
but by order of the men from 
Momyeng. 

A letter from Burmese officials 
(Customs ofticer, seller of the Royal 
cotton, and others), states :— 

On the 20th of February, 1875, 
the Englishman Margary arrived 
at Man-yiin, and on the 2lst of 
February, 1875, the Chinese killed 
him, as also three Canton China- 
men, and two others, altogether 
six of them. 

Colonel Browne on rising on the 
morning of the 22nd_of February 
found a cuntinuous line of armed 
Chinese defiling along a ridge on 
his right towards the rear of his 
camping ground, where, on a bill 
covered with jungle, a strong force 
had established itself. It soon be- 
came apparent that except on the 
steep to his left, by which it was 
impossible to attack him, he had 
enemies on all sides, and while in 
doubt as to what could have pro- 
voked their hostile action, the 
Chief, whom Colonel Browne had 
left at Tsaurai on the previous day, 
came up the steep on his left witl 
the news that Mr. Margary and all 
the Chinese with him had been 
murdered the previous evening at 
Man-yiin, that a force of 4,000 
men had been assembled by Chi- 
nese officials at Momein t» auni- 
hilate the mission, and that the 
men then approaching were but 
part of an advance guard of 800 
men. He had endeavoured, he 
said, to reach the mission earlier 
to give the alarm, but had been 
detained and deprived of his pony. 
He had, however, excaped od had 
come on on foot. While he was 
speaking, the Chinese, creeping up 
through the jungle in the rear, 
began to fire on the inission, and 
the Chief disappeared. 

Some of the bolder Chinese ad- 
vanced through a gap in the hills 
in rear of the position, into the 
open ground, waving guns and 
trident spears. They shouted out 
in Chinese that they were com- 
manded by Shouk-goon, the ne- 
phew of the great Li, and called 
on the Burmese escort to retire 
and leave the “Kalas” to their 
fate. 

‘The Sikh guard opening fire 
upon these Chinese soon drove 
them back with some loss. The 
Burmese also kept up a fire, but 
they were badly armed and did no 
execution. It is noteworthy that 
the Chinese throughout never fired 
at the Burmese, and that even 
when retreating before the fire of 
the Sikhs they continued as before 
to shout their advice to the 
Burmese to k ep away from the 
foreigners,

left the day before Li's men went- 
to atop Colonel Browne, and pass- 

ing by them unbappily fell in with 

the robbers. These are robbers by 

profession, and are not to be con- 

founded with the body which 

hindered Colonel Browne with the 

sole intention of stopping him, not 

of hurting or plundering him. 

It was after crossing the Hu- 
sung River, 15 li from Man-yun, 
that Margary encountered the 
robbers, who, in accordance with 
their usual’ practice, demanded 
blackmail. They are a mixture of 
wild men, Chinese renegades, and 
Chinese captured when young, but 
include no Mohammedans amongst 
them. Margary refused their de- 
mand, and shot one of them, think- 
ing to disperse them, whereupon 
they surrounded him: he dis- 
mounted to enguge them, and was 
murdered, with four men who 
accompanied him. Margary was 
killed with their swords ; they had 
no fire-arms. Another Chinese 
who was with Margary had re- 
mained at the temple (Mien Fo 
Seit), whence Margary had just 
set out, to attend to the baggage 5 
immediately after the massacre the 
robbers hurried to the temple, but 
the man escaped. 

‘Now who was the originator of 
the opposition to Colonel Browne's 

y? On this point several of 
the local gentry in command of 
the T’eng-yueh train bands were 
questioned, not indeed judicially 
as criminals, but privately lectured 
and examined. 

Strangely enough we discovered. 
that tho originator of the whole 
affair was the person mentioned in 
Sir T. Wade's despatch, namely, 
Li Chen-kuo. 

We had previously heard that 
Li Chenkuo was suspected, but 
were unwilling to believe that a 

rson of his condition could be 
implicated, Further inquiry left. 
no doubt as to to his culpability. 
‘That he refuses to confess is not. 
surprising ; nor in view of the 
gravity of ‘his crime can wwe pro- 
ceed to torture, as he might after~ 
wards retract, and assert that am 
admission was wrung from him by 
Pain. 

Such is his obstinacy that three 
months’ examination has only 
elicited from him three words : 
know nothing” (“pu chib tao”), 
doubtless in the hope that if he 
does not confess he cannot be 
punished. Nevertheless he can- 
not escape justice; the evidence 
against him is overwbelming—the- 
proofs a certainty. 

Colonel Browne on the 22nd of 
February, about mid-day, when at 
the foot ‘of the Panshi hills, was. 
met by a band composed of wild 
men, Mohammedan outlaws— a 
remnant of @ band once com- 
manded by a sou of Li Kwo-lui 
and Shan people, all sent by Li 
Chén-kuo. There were also with 
them a number of Li Chén-kuo's 
personal retainers, as well as some 
of the robbers who had killed 
Margary. Li Chén-kuo's sole ob- 
ject was to stop Colonel Browne 
‘and Margary together. Li Chén- 
kuo was not concerned in Mar- 
gary's murder. Li Chén-kuo was 
not present at the stopping (“lan 
tau”) of Colonel Browne; for 
Nge-yu-ko (Elias) saw him at 
Méng-mao on the 18th of Feb. 
ruary. The band did not fire a 
single shot. Colonel Browne see- 
ing that he was beset, opened fire 
and wounded a few of them, and 
paid the head-man of his coolies 
to go round and fire the jungle. 
Li Chén-kuo’s band got frightened 
‘and disappeared ; Colonel Browne 
returned to Burma,

After their first repulse by the 
Sikhs, the Chinese did not venture 
out of the jungle, where they con- 
tinued firing at long range until 
the afternoon. Colonel Browne 
succeeded in getting the jungle set 
on fire by some friendly savages 
whom he bribed, and the Chinese 
in rear of the position rushed back 
to gain the ridge along which they 
had originally come down. 

‘The Chinese had left some dead 
on the field, and the head of one 
of the latter was cnt off by a hill- 
man, who brought it to Colonel 
Browne, observing that he might 
thereby be satisfied that his as- 
sailants had been Chinese, and not 
men of the hill tribes. 

Letter from Burmese officials at 
Manyiin (Customs officer, seller of 
the Royal cotton, and others) to 
the Bhamo Tsoare-taw-gyee (inter- 
cepted by Colonel Browne) : 

The officials sent by the Won 
of Monyeng—viz, Bhwa Tsheng 
‘Teheng, Shoon Teheng Tsheng, and 
‘Tyo Tsheng Tsheng, have told us 
to write to you urgently, to say 
that, on the 23rd of February, 
1875, you must not remain with 
the English Koolas, whom you are 
escorting; you must either leave 
them and returo, or you must stay 
in some place a mile or two mile 
from them. If you do not do 80, 
and if, in consequence thereof, any 
of your men are wounded and 
killed, you must not blame the 
Chinese. As they have told us, 80 
we write. The attack will be made 
at night, on the 23rd of February, 
1875. Above 3,000 and about 
4,000 men are collecting and sur- 
rounding you. We think it will 
be wise for you to retreat. 

Statement of a Burmese scout 
who was sent with Mr, Margary to 
Manyiin : 

The Chinese officers said to 
Gua Hpo-moung and Gua Oon, 
“you must send some one to tell 

¢ Burnians to separate from the 
Koolas,’ and Gua Hpo-moung and 
Gua Oon accordingly gave me and 
Gua Lwon a letter to give to the 
‘Teare-daw-gyee. We left Manyiin 
on the 2rd of Februsty. At 
Tearai we met Yoon-tsun-iweng, 
and Toon Tseng Tseng, and the 
latter asked me if I would tell tho 
Burmans to separate from tho 
Koolas. I said I would. Some 
Kakhyengs of Tsarai_ and the 
Chinamen wanted to kill me, be- 
cause they said I had come from 
‘Manyiin, but Toon Tsheng Tsheng 
ordered me to go at once and 
tell the Burmans to separate from 
the Kovlas, so I ran away. 

On the road I met the Chinese 
officer Shouk Goon, who said he 
was coming back from the fight 
between the Kakhyengs and Chi- 
nese and the English. Iran away, 
and came up with the Burmese 
forces at Tsales. 

Statement of a Burman lately 
resident at Manyiin, dated Bhamo, 
March 1st, 1875 :— 

On the 16th of February I 
think it was that I first heard 
rumours of Chinamen being col- 
lected to go on the hills. Two 
officials, Syo Tsheng Tsheng and 
Shoon Tsheng Tsheng, came down 
from Monyeng. It was said that 
they had a force of between 3,000 
and 4,000 men. These men were 
not allowed inside the town, but 
we heard the noise made by them 
outside the town at night, 











We Burmans were concealed. 
poople of the place. On the 23rd 
of February one of the Chinese 
officers said, “These Burmans 
have joined’ the English, and 
have cut off the head of one of 
our officers. Many Chinamen and

Great stress is laid on the evi- 
dence (?) adduced in support of the 
above statement on the fact that 
officals and people ng Yuch- 
ting were unaware that foreigners 
wore coming, Wu-chiliang, in ‘his 
evidence, however, says that, on 
December 21st, 1874, he was in- 
stracted that three British En- 
yoys were coming through Burma 
from India to’ Yannan. How, 
then, could he be aware of their 
arrival?

The Hon. Mr. Grosvenor supplements the above with a report 
which is of great importance as showing the mauner in which 
the Chinese fulfilled their repeated promises that the matter 
should be fully investigated. It runs as follows :— 
Mr. Grosvenor to Sir T. Wade. 
Rangoon, June 7, 1876. 

Sir,—The Government of China having given the strongest aa 
surances that the investigation set on foot by them and the trial at 
Yiinnan-fu should be conducted with a view to the production of 
trustworthy witnesses, and the punishment of the real offenders, I 
have now the honour to submit the following consideration of the 
manage in which their formal and repeated promises havo been ful- 
{ filled. 

In the first place, although the party which attacked Colonel Browne 
is admitted by the Chinese to have been “probably about two thou- 
sand,” and to have included many Chinese outlawa and retainers of Li 
Ch’én-kuo, yet out of this great number not a single individual has 
been produced. The savages who are put forward as buviug murdered 
Mr. are represented as having subsequently joined the as- 
sailants of Colonel Browne; but the Chinese statement of March 14 
exprossly points out “that they are not to be confounded with that 


As regards evidence it is sufficient to atate that the Commissioners 
have not produced, nor even pretended to produce, a single witness, 
either of the murder or the subsequent attack. 

With reference to the savages who are represented as having cun- 
fessed the murder of Mr. Margary, it became clear to Messrs. Daven- 
port and Baber during the process of the trial that the interpreter 
‘was understood by them with, at the least, very great difficulty ; nor 
did they exhibit ‘the demeanour of criminala who had confessed a 
capital offence. A question which Messrs. Davenport and Baber put 
elicited a further contradiction of passages in their depositions which 
already conflicted. 

But all doubt as to the credibility of their confession is set at reat 
by their statement, so often repeated, that Mr. Margary was murdered 
“below the banyans” by the Hu-sung river, and that they afterwards 
repaired to Mien-fo-seu to plunder the baggage. It was discovered by 
the merest accident that “below the banyana" is a local term for a 
spot near the Hu-sung,a little more than a mile distant from Man- 
wyne. A well-marked path, the only apparent path in the neighbour- 
hood, leads under three conspicuous banyans down to the ford, and 
there, right in the pathway, midway between the banyans and the 
river-side, we found the bubbling hot spring mentioned in the earlier 
accounts of the murder. 

The scene of the murder is therefore put beyond doubt. It is not 
beyond the border, but in undoubted Chinese territory ; not among 
hills, but in the midst of a long stretch of rice-fields ; not five miles 
from Manwyne as deposed by Li Ch'en-kuo; nor eight as stated on 
the Chinese ‘plan, but a little more than a mile by the windings of the 
route. 

From this spot after the perpetration of the murder the savages are 
represented as confessing that they repaired to Mien-fo-asu to plunder 
the baggage. Where ia Mion-fo-sau ? 

Li Ch’en-kuo, in his deposition, states that “ Mien-fo-ssu” is some- 
thing over ten li from Manwyne, and about the‘same distance from the 
Huaung river. 

‘There are no temples, nor indeed buildings of any deseription what- 
ever on the road from Manwyne to the Husung. 

It turns out that Mien-fo-seu (temple of the Burmese Buddha) is a 
general name forthe temples of the Shan tribes. These Stans, or Tai, a8 
they call themselves, must not be confounded with the savage hill- 
men, nor with the Chinese to whom they are subject. They are a 
civilised people of unknown antiquity, with peculiar customs, arts and 
Janguage, and possessing an elegant alphabetic writing in which they 
record, on paper, the chronicles of their race. One of their charac- 
teristics is extreme devotion and veneration for their priests and 
temples. These latter at once struck us as very different from the reli- 
gious buildings of the Chinese, reminding us both in interior details and 
external appearance of Burmese Buddhism and Burmese architecture, 

‘The only temples in the neighbourhood of this name, Mien-fo-ssu, 
or, indeed, of any description, are situated in Manwyne itself. 

It is ridiculous to suppose that a devout population, ever 
which goes armed with a formidable cutlass, should in bri yy 
and within a walled place, allow their temple to be plundered, and the 

, comprising several heavy packages, securely carried away by 
a band of some dozen brigands, 

It is a weary task to indicate the numerous contradictions and im- 
possibilities which comprise the Chinese official case. It would almost 
seem as if they have not even taken the trouble to meke their story 
consistent. The requirements of time and place are alike outraged. 

If, according to their statement, Mr. Margary passed by the party 
sent by LiCh’en-kuo to attack Colonel Browne, which party must have 
been considerable, even supposing it to have only formed a portion of 
the whole body of 2,000 assailants, he conld only have passed them 
close to the banyan trees, as the way up to that point, about a mile 
distant, is by a path afoot wide, between flooded rice fields, That 
party must, therefore, have at least witnessed. the murder 9 few hundred 
yards further on, and the murderers must have passed them on their 
‘way to plunder the temple. 

‘The Chineee statement, written blindly, with the purpose of making 
it appear that the murder was committed by savages among the hills, 
completely ignores this difficulty. 

Pursuing the same object at all hazards, the Chinese, in the official 
plan, interpose a range of hills between Manwyne and the main river, 
which latter they make about seven miles distant from the village, 
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Tho river, asa fact, runs close under the village, and the range in 
question is absulutely non-existent. 

‘These same non-existent hills, with the same evident purpose, are 
provided with a population of no less than three savage tribes, with 
their designations carefully appended, extending to the junction of the 
Hasung with the main river. This tract consists, as a fact, of a few 
Tica fields, bordered by the sandy river shore, and is uninhabited. It 
‘was our usual bathing place while at Manwyne. 

In the written depositions Erh-kon is made to assert that he “could 
not join in" the murder or robbery because he was “shot by the 
foreigner.” In his re-examination he is represented as having received 
@ sword wound from the foreigner. 

‘When at the trial it was asked which man was wounded, Chiang 
Taotai at once replies, “Erb-kon.” ‘The interpreter interposes, “The 
wounded man is not here,” tius taking upon himself to contradict the 
depositions and the official list of culprits. Upon the question being 
put to Erh-kon, the savage denies with an air of exceeding contempt 
‘that he was ever wounded at all. 

It would seem scarcely possible to crowd so many contradictions into 
80 few worda. 

‘The written opinion of Wu Chii-liang, that “when ten or more 
foreigners secretly enter the passes without previously informing our 
officials, there is a clear precedent for what should be done” boarders 
with suspicious clearness on a justification of his action, us having bad 
precedent for what he did. In any case, this impudent declaration 

full and flat contradiction of the Commissioners’ statement, that 
“the officials, seeing their passports, knew very well that they should 
be allowed to proceed.” 

The mention of the man Liu Hsiao-hung as present at the murder is 
another indiscreet apsus on the pert of the Chinese, 

‘This individual, whose person and history have long been well known 
on both sides of the border, is neither a “robber by profession,” nor a 
“wild man,” nor a “Chinese renegade,” nor a “Chinese kidnapped 
when young.” By the Burmese he appears to have been looked upon 
as a minor Chinese official, but he is, in all probability, nothing more 
than a protéjé of Li Ch’én-kuo, His presence at the murder, and 
implication in the act, as asserted in the depositions, summarily dis- 
poses of the statement that the affair was a mere fracas with savages 

rising out of a demand for black-mail. 

General Lei, the officer entrusted with our rt to Manwyne, 
asserte that this person planned the murder, having been sent from 
‘Treng-yueh for the express purpose by the Commandant Chiang. 

Lei, moreover, had instructions for his apprehension, and circum- 
stantially informed Mr. Baber of the fact, indicating the characters 
of the name on his hand in the usual Chinese manner. 

Whether Liu Heino-hung was present at the murder, or merely a 
witness of it with the band which Mr. Margary had just passed, or 
whether he returned to the attack on Colonel Browne from another 
direction, there seems little doubt that he is the “‘shoukgoon ” men- 
tioned in the Burmese letter as having been met returning from the 
fight ; “ shouk-goon” or sboung-goon “being the Burmese form of 
his name (Hsiao-bung), by which he has long been known in Bhamo 
and the neighbourhood. 

It is difficult to believe that the band admitted by the Chinese to 
have been passed by Mr. Margary, and which could only have been 
passed just before he reached the scene of his death, held aloof from 
‘the murder ; or even that the murderers and this band were separate 
parties ; but assumptions of this kind are foreign from my present pur- 
pose. I merely take the Chinese case and indicate the inconsistencies 
and contradictions which it involves. 

The letter of apology presented by H. E. Kwoh, the Chinese 
Minister, on his presentation to Her Majesty is given. It 
estates :— 

‘That Mr, Margary, whilst travelling under passport within the 
frontier of Yiionan, should have lamentably been murdered, is a fact 
which not alone involves the question of a loss of life, but which also 
has gone near to disturb our relations of amity and concord. We 
profoundly regret and lament it. We have now made special appoint- 
ment of Kwoh Sung-tao, an acting Senior Vice-President of the Board 
of Ceremonies, and one of the Ministers of the Office of Foreign Affairs, 
as Envoy Extraordinary, to proceed to your Majesty's country to give 
utterance, on our behaif, to the sentiments we have at heart, as a proof 
of our genuine desire for amity and concord, 

‘We know Kwob Sung-tao to be an officer of capacity and experience, 
of loyalty and truthfulness, who is in disposition amicable and just, 
‘aad far-reaching in intelligence. He has acquired great familiarity in 
the treatment of affairs between Chinese and foreign Powers. We would 
ask that sincere confidence be reposed in him, to the end that the 
Dlessings of friendly concord may for ever be experienced in the highest 
degree, and that all alike may enjoy the happiness of a state of peace. 
‘This, we doubt not, will be greatly ‘to the satisfaction (of your Majesty). 

Sir Thomas Wade's elaborate memorandum, which, had it 
appeared sooner, would have been of very great interest, con- 
cludes this valuable batch of papers. The document, th 
Jengthy ia still of a very valuable description, and sets forth in 
a clear fight many points which were hitherto doubtful. It is 
important to note that Sir Thomas Wade declares his opinion 
very emphatically against the removal of exterritoriality as pro- 
posed by Mr. Hart, and places a construction upon the clauses 
of the Treaty relating to this, which will be generally accepted 
as reasonable. He says :— 

Im myself satisfied that no distinction was contemplated between 
civil and criminal procedure either in 1848 or in 1858. On the other 
hand, difficulty had been occasionally experienced where British sub- 
jecta, being defendants, had to be tried before a higher Court than the 
Consuls. ‘This, until 1865, might have been, in some cases, the Court 
of the Superintendent of Trade, in some, the fem piss Court of Hong 
Kong. In either case the Chinese, when it suited them, would uphold 
that, as the Treaty named no one but Consuls, appeal to any other au- 
thority was in contravention of Treaty. 





























‘It was to meet this ‘tion that, in 1858, the words “ other public: 
functior authorised thereto” were introduced after the words 
“ tried unished by the Consul” in Article XVI. Here again, I 
admit, the Ginese text, for which I am also responsible, might have 
‘been more i rendered ; but, at the time, not without consider- 
able amplideation.” ‘The words British Government were consequently 
used, as the Chinese use similar words, to include any or allof Her 
Ulajoty suture, wu te gran. Any ctmuriiy on toh band now 
obviated by the text of my agreement, which declares the establish- 
ment of a Supreme Court at Shangbai with a special code of laws, 
which it is obli, to revise, that Court having been established in 
order to the fulfilment of Treaty obligations. 

The Supreme Court at Shanghai, which, in 1865, superseded alike 
the jurisdiction of the Superintendent of Trade and the Supreme 
Court of Hon, Kong, bad been equally with the latter a point of at- 
tack both at Shanghai and elsewhere, not in all instances, but when- 
ever a decision has differed from what the Chinese authorities desired 
or expected, whether on the civil or the criminal side. 

Tam compelled to declare my belief that the letter of the Treaty 
has had little to say to the objections advanced against the decisions of 
our Courts, higher or lower ; and although the Articles of my Agree- 
ment may save the Legation some bickering over the text of Articles 
XVI. and XVIL. of the Treaty of 1858, or over the absence from that 
‘Treaty of any precise words describing the higher Court which, among 
other functions, is created to regulate the judicial proceedings of the 
Consuls, that improvement in the administration of law which is to 
bring it nearer our notions of justice is still far to seek. 

No nation, undoubtedly, has worked harder at its legislation than 
China, and although the spirit of its code is eminently vindictive, I 
should not deny its framers the credit of an earnest desire to bi st. 
But in the way of justice there are, at least, two serious impe 
an ignorance which renders due appreciation of the value of 

idence, especially in criminal cases, impossible, and a dishonesty that 
would be fatal to the administration of any laws, no matter how 
enlightened. Ina case the termination of which is just announced at 
Peking, we have a woman wrongly convicted, on a confession extorted 
from her by torture, of the murder of a husband who died a natural 
death ; the injustice being so patent that the fellow-provincials of the 
accused appealed to Peking. Orders being issued for a re-hearing of 
the case, the former decision was affirmed in the province, and this a 
second and ‘in a third time. The proceedings were then removed 
to Peking, and it is in the end established that Magistrates of Districts, 
Prefects of Departments, the Governor of the Province, and the high 
officer charged with the public instruction of the Province, who had 
been specially commissioned to re-hear the case, have all more or less 
combined to conceal the delinquency of the first authority who heard 
it, with whose guilt the rest, his seniors, had associated themselves 
either through carelessness or from a corrupt motive. It is vain to 
talk of the abandonment of our ex-territorial jurisdiction in China so 
long as burlesques so revolting are dignified by the name of judicial 
proceedings. ‘These had lasted over two years. 

‘The despatches from Sir Brooke Robertson, Consul at Canton, 
Sir W. Medhurst, Consul at Shanghai, and Mr. Mongan, Consul 
at Tientsin, with reference to the posting of the Proclamation, 
are given. 














THE NEW PORTS. 

A correspondent writing from Shanghai with reference to th 
new porte says :-— 

Of the new ports opened under the Chefoo Convention, Wen- 
chow has up to the moment turned out the most immediately 
successful. The latest news from thence indicates prospects of 
increasing trade. The importance of Ichang, which in itself 
is not a port of commercial activity, remains’ to. be developed 
through the opening of the Upper Yeugtaze. Wuhu will pro- 
bably ship tea and take Hieporis in a moderate way next year, 

akoi will develop by degrees, though less rapidly, perhaps, 
than Kiungchow, which bids fair to be a successful experiment. 
Meanwhile the deterioration in the quality of Manchester goods 
is making itself felt everywhere most prejudicially, and the 
benefits of an insane competition are probably by this tine begin- 
ning to be appreciated.
